A former jail inmate, who 
served as a trusty, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter he overheard 
the employe taking bets on a 
telephone and saw him make 
notations in “a dime store 
notebook.” He observed bets 
being taken on at least six oc- 
casions last fall, he said. Other 
former inmates corroborated 
his statement. 

The employe named by the 
former prisoners at one time 
worked at the Hyde Park Club, 
notorious Venice gambling ca- 
sino, closed since 1950. He was

The first of six 13-story: ‘apart- 
ment buildings is to be erected 
on the west side of Fifteenth 
between Pine and Chestnut. 

Relocation of utilities is a 
preliminary move designed to 
speed up the $16,000,000 pro- 
ject. Actual construction ‘of 
apartments is scheduled to get 
under way later in the summer, 
at which time a formal ground- 
breaking ceremony will be 
held. 

The Urban Redevolpment 
Corp. of St. Louis, which has 
contracted to buy the cleared 
Plaza ground for $920,000, and 
put up 1090 apartments, has 
been negotiating with the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration 
for mortgage insurance. FHA 
has agreed to insure a loan of 
about $2,500,000 for construc- 
tion of the first apartment 
building, and the redevelop- 
ment group is now drafting 
detailed plans and specifica- 
tions which must be approved 
before the mortgage insurance 
goes through. 

This involves taking bids on 


subcontract work. General con- 
struction will be handled by 
Fruin-Conlon Contracting Corp. 

Federal mortgage insurance 
will cover 83 per cent of de- 
velopment cost. A group of 
four local banks has arranged 
to finance construction through 
short-term loans, but building 
will not begin until a final, 
long-term mortgage loan has 
been negotiated with the Fed- 
eral National Mortgage Associ- 
ation. 

The Urban Redevolpment 
Corp. expects to have its final 
plans ready for FHA by July 
1. It hopes to wind up the 
mortgage financing speedily 
and proceed with laying of 
foundations. The project is to 
be developed in four phases, 
and applications for mortgage 
insurance on the later phases 
are pending. 

Two churches, Centenary 
Methodist and St. John (Catho- 
lic) Basilica, remain in the 
Plaza redevelopment area. St. 
John’s, which is undergoing 
extensive renovation, is build- 
ing a new $185,000 rectory 
which will include a basement 
assembly hall. Excavation for 
the new building behind the 
church at Sixteenth and Pine 


already is under way.

Hughes said Chrysler has) 
more a two-month supply of 
cars and cannot be hurt by a 
strike. Despite fiery speeches 
by some stewards who claimed 
the union had surrendered its | 
strike weapon, Hughes an-| 
nounced at the end of the 
meeting that local leaders were | 
backing the UAW policy of 
staying on the job without a 
contract. 

Then Hughes told newsmen | 
the company would like to put 
itself in the position to deal 
with another union. He said 
the company wants to remove 
the clause from the UAW- 
Chrysler contract by which the 
company pledges no aid to 
other unions. 

Chrysler had no immediate 
comment on Hughes’s new 
charges, but. Chrysler Vice 
President John D. Leary has 
denied Chrysler is trying to 
provoke a strike. He said 
stewards have been disciplined 
only because they refused to 
work. He has also said the 
UAW at Chrysler has more 
company-paid stewards, and 
company-paid grievance adjust- 
ing time that at any other auto 
firm and the company wants to 
cut it down.

From Now On, Administration’s Major Fiscal Task 
Will Be to Keep Deficits at a Minimum— This 
Situation Is Contrasted to the 1952 Campaign

ERSISTENTLY RISING DEFENSE COSTS and the business decline are

will be to keep deficits: at a minimum. 
That -is why he, with the co-operation 
of Democratic congressional leaders, 
decided against an anti-recession tax cut 
this year. 

Only during two fiscal years for which 
the Eisenhower Administration was 
wholly responsible has the Treasury 
shown surpluses of revenues over expen- 
ditures. These were in fiscal 1956, when 
the excess of receipts was $1,626,000,000 
and in 1957 when it was $1,596,000,000. 
The total of slightly more than $3,200,- 
000,000 will be wiped out by the deficit 
estimated for the current fiscal year end- 
ing June 30.

IN THE 1952 presidential campaign, 
General Eisenhower ridiculed the Demo- 
cratic argument that the governmental 
outlays were largely determined by actual 
and threatenéd Communist aggression. He 
told a New York City audience: 

“Ladies and gentlemen, when did 
155,000,000 free people in America say 
their budget is made some place else? 
They don’t need to tell us that the only 
exterior threat to us is centered in Mos- 
cow. But we are the ones deciding what 
we shall do, how we shall do it, and 
we're not taking dictation from the 
Kremlin so far as I know. But that is 
exactly what the opposition says.”

Official estimates of annual defense ex- 
penditures over the next eight to 10 years 
reach as high as 60 to 70 billion dollars 
because of the rapidly rising cost of new 
weapons and warning systems. This fig- 
ure’ is given in “constant” dollars, mean- 
ing at today’s purchasing power.

Knowland | 
is the standard-bearer of the followers of 
the late Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio; if 
he cannot overcome Brown’s flying head 
start by November, he will be retired to 
private life, perhaps permanently. With 
him will go Republican Old Guard hopes 
for a conservative presidential candidate. 


If Brown wins next fall, he will be a 
first-line contender for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, if not in 1960 
in 1964.

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New Evaluation of Grunewald 


Art Historian Rates Him ‘Germany’s Greatest Painter’ 


By GEORGE McCUR 


A MAN WHOSE NAME is barely 
mentioned in some general histories of 
art, and is not included at all in 
others, now is called—in a new ap- 
praisal of his works—‘“one of the great- 
est masters of European painting” and 
“the greatest painter Germany has 
produced.” 

The painter is Matthias Grunewald; 
the man who accords him this unquali- 
fied stature is Nikolaus Pevsner, head 
of the History of Art Department at 
Birkbeck College, London University. 
The tribute appears in the new book, 
“Grunewald,” by Pevsner and Michael 
Meier (Harry N. Abrams, Inc., $15), 
the first book in English on the six- 
teenth century artist. 


Grunewald died in 1528, at the age 
ef about 66 years. His works remained 
popular, but the man was forgotten. 
His most celebrated painting, the 12- 
paneled Isenheim Altarpiece, with its 
crucified Christ so cruelly lacerated and 
bruised, was attributed to Albrecht 
Durer until the nineteenth century. His 
Altarpiece of the Virgin of the Snow 
was thought, until 1907, to be a Rubens 
work. Other Grunewald paintings were 
credited to Hans Baldung. The very 
name “Grunewald” is a historical error 
—it was applied by a seventeenth cen- 
tury biographer. 

The new book, based on studies of 
hitherto unknown works and on new 
sources of information, undertakes to 
assign Grunewald his proper place in 
art, and to straighten out the meager 
record, 


THE PAINTER called himself 
Mathis Gothart and Mathis Nithart. 
His few signed works have only an 
initial G within an M, and one also 
has an N. If Grunewald left any per- 
sonal papers, they have not been found. 
There is. no self-portrait, although a 
ehalk drawing later used for the head 
of St. Paul in the painting, “The Meet- 
ing of St. Anthony and St. Paul in the 
Wilderness,” is regarded as a good 
possibility. 


Meier writes that Grunewald was 
born at Wurzburg, probably between 
1475 and 1480. There is reason to 
suppose that Grunewald worked under 
Holbein the elder at Augsburg. Grune- 
wald became court painter and adviser 
on art matters to the archbishop of 
Mainz at Aschaffenburg. 


There, he drew designs for rebuilding 
the castle, and court records of a legal 
dispute over payment for. a chimney- 
piece constitute the principal documen- 
tation that now exists on Grunewald’s 
life. They shed light on his versatility 
as painter, designer and construction 
superintendent, and they show that in 
the year and a half that the case was 
held open, the parties never were able 
to produce “Master Mathis, the painter,” 
in court. 

Grunewald also worked for other 
elients, one of them Guido Guersi, pre- 


ceptor of the Antonites at Isenheim, in 
southern Alsace. 


THE ORDER OF St. Anthony had 
a wide reputation for care of the sick, 
and the large Isenheim monastery was 
a particular refuge for victims of gan- 
grene, epilepsy and syphilis. A newly 
arrived sufferer was first led to the 
altar for prayers for miraculous healing, 
and the Crucifixion panels are better 
appreciated against this background, 


“The Cross,” writes Pevsner, “is a 
raw piece knocked together roughly and 
without care. The body of Christ is 
big and strong, His head large and 
heavy. Blood pours down His face from 
the hideously long thorns, and His 
body is a greenish-gray, covered with 
weals and bruises. Horror could not 
be painted more ruthlessly. . To look 
long at the figure is almost unbearable, 
though the sick at Isenheim may well 
have derived comfort from it. The loin- 
cloth is as rough as the wood of the 
Cross, and torn as if lacerated in the 
tortures or perhaps from the beginning 
chosen to be of no further value. Grune- 
wald was strangely fond of ‘imperfect, 
torn, ruined materials. Christ's feet 
are in a cramp, and the blood has run 
down them from the nail. His hands 
are forced by the nails into almost 
grotesque contortions of the fingers.” 


THE ISENHEIM Altarpiece, says 
Pevsner, was painted during the same 
years in which Raphael painted the 
Sistine Madonna. ‘They represent the 
extreme possibilities of that moment of 


high biessing in European art — one 
static, the other dynamic; ong final, the 
other always seemingly changing its 
state; one primarily expressing itself 
in form, the other in light and color.” 
Pevsner gives the strong impresssion 
that he considers Grunewald’s work 
completely the equal of Raphael's. 

In 1516, Grunewald entered the serv- 
ice of Albrecht von Brandenburg, arch- 
bishop-elector at Aschaffenburg, with 
whom Martin Luther later had his dis- 
pute over indulgences. The more famous 
Durer and Grunewald met in 1520, and 
strongly admired each other's works. 
Both painters died in 1528. 


The Pevsner-Meier book is an impor- 
tant work, both in the study of Grune- 
wald and in an appreciation of all later 
German art. It reproduces every 
known work by Grunewald, of which 
there are but two in the United States— 
a Crucifixion similar to the Isenheim 
scene in the Kress Collection, Wash- 
ington, and a chalk drapery study, in 
an unidentified private collection. The 
Isenheim Altarpiece is now in the Un- 
terlindenmuseum at Colmar, now in 
France. 

It is regrettable that the magnificent 
Crucifixion color reproduction had to 
be placed across two pages, with the 
fold cutting out part of the composition. 

The opera, “Mathis der Maler,” by 
Paul Hindemith, was inspired by the 
Isenheim Altarpiece. It was produced 
at Zurich in 1938 as a full opera in 
seven scenes, now is usually presented 
as an orchestral suite,

The City as a Work of Art 


What Could Be Man’s Most Ambitious, Creative Effort 


By RAY W. ALSBURY* 


BiIX YEARS FROM NOW, in 
1964» the: City of St. Louis will begin 
its third century of growth. Six years 
is hardly enough time in which to start 
thinking about “where we are going” 
as a city, “what it is we should like to 
become,” and “what it is we need to do” 
to make the exploding St. Louis metro- 
politan area a more significantly worth- 
while place in which to live from the 
standpoints of economic security, mate- 
rial comfort, health and welfare, cul- 
tural opportunities, and spiritual growth. 


If, as it appears, bigness is to be the 
criterion of future metropolitan life, 
then we urban dwellers must learn as 
quickly as we can how to co-ordinate 
our growth which is scheduled to double 
within the next generation. The ob- 
vious solution to endless metropolitan 
sprawl is a plan for progress hammered 
out of the minds and hands of many 
men—architects, sculptors, artists, city 
planners, business men, labor leaders, 
political and social scientists—from the 
raw materials of the community's human 
wants and needs. Metropolitan society 
requires consensus as an indispensable 
condition to its continued existence. 
SUCH A CONSENSUS, or agree- 
ment among the people of the com- 
munity, can only come about through 
a strong core of independent citizens, 
who exercise the function of leadership. 
The people are the rulers in our society; 
but nobody is naive enough to believe 
that a considerable majority of the peo- 
ple in this or any city can exercise sus- 
tained leadership in the complicated 
matter of guiding civic growth. So a 
group of citizens must deputize them- 
selves to perform this task. But as they 
cannot and should not exercise the 
power allotted to governmental offices 
they obviously must work through the 
governmental agencies that exist and 
at the same time stimulate the voters 
in behalf of needed action. 


Obviously this is a cumbersome de- 
vice for filling a large order. The dic- 
tatorships and highly centralized gov- 
ernments have it easier. The govern- 
ment of Venezuela, for instance, con- 
structed in Caracas a striking array of 
magnificent boulevards, public build- 
ings, theaters, parks and housing de- 


‘velopments by a stroke of the pen. 


Neither St. Louis, nor any other Amer- 
ican city would allocate to its govern- 
ment such unrestrained power. 

YET SOMEHOW an_ equivalent 
must be worked out along democratic 
lines if the progressive ization of 
the St. Louis area is to be halted and re 
versed. A continuation of the present 


‘versities and the like could 


trend will not merely make our exist- 
ing problems more difficult; it could 
magnify them to a degree that will 
make any solution impossible. If and 
when this happens the St. Louis com- 
munity will break up into a collection of 
towns and villagés with the main city 
left moribund and useless as a focal 
point of civic, social and cultural activ- 
ity. 

No one can predict what the conse- 
quences of such a debacle would be. It 
is well to remember, however, that only 
a city built up and unified around a 
strong core has ever provided the means 
of organizing and sustaining a signifi- 
cant culture. 

The need for a strong, well informed 
and dedicated citizens organization to 
guide the inescapable quantitative 
growth of St. Louis is therefore im- 
perative. At this point some one may 
say that St. Louis already has such an 
organization in addition to several gov- 
ernmental and  quasi- governmental 
boards concerned with civic planning. 
This is true; and no one can justly 
derogate their motives or their activities. 
ITIS EVIDENT, nevertheless, that 
what is being done is not adequate to 
the situation. To function adequately 
such a group of citizens must be in con- 
tinuous session studying, advising, 
and pushing such plans as the city 
needs and as its citizens have been 
induced to accept. This calls for sacri- 
fice but it need not necessarily be a 
personal or ruinous sacrifice. The vari- 
ous industries, professional firms, uni- 
create a 
permanent board to carry out this ac- 
tivity by appointing qualified men and 
women from their organizations to serve 
ped me periods. Their terms of of- 
fice’could be staggered so that a certain 
number would always be familiar with 
the problems being considered; but they 
would be able to retire periodically and 
return to their normal occupations. 

The main problem facing them, of 
course, is that of setting up a govern- 
ment for the whole area; a borough sys- 
tem or something similar that would 
consolidate as many functions as pos- 
sible that are now being administered 
separately. The next would be the sal- 
vaging of the downtown St. Louis area. 
RESTORING DOWNTOWN S&S. 
Louis is not primarily a movement to 
rescue a few people who own downtown 
property, Downtown St. Louis is the 
heart of the main city and if the main 
city yields to a spreading blight the 
suburban municipalities will become 
satellites of a ghost town. %

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city may find that most of the benefits 
are illusory or have been canceled by 
recent developments. The tax advantage 
is slowly diminishing, the “light and 
air’ is no better in a clutch of subur- 
ban ranch houses than in a city block, 
the St. Louis schools may not be as gaod 
as in several suburbs but this is not a 
fixed relationship; the St. Louis schools, 
in fact, have improved substantially in 
the last several years. Moreover trans- 
portation and communication are becom- 
ing more difficult, more wearing, more 
time-consuming and more costly, 


The council may also find that the 
creation of plazas and breathing spaces 
would be more than just acts of beauti- 
fication. It would be the strongest pos- 
sible restorative of property values and 
tax income for the city government. 
They might also find that a rational 
public transportation system—subsidized 
if necessary—would be the quickest way 
to bring traffic within bounds. 

But most likely the primary task, 
one that would have to be undertaken 
before any others, would be to estab- 
lish closer communications between 
areas, between municipal governments, 
between peoples. Even physical com- 
munication is difficult; but psycholog- 
ical communication is more important, 
For it is only through frequent and 
sustained communication that the peo- 
ple will realize that they have a com- 
mon cause, and that what affects one 
will affect all. 


IT 1S THE CONVICTION of 
the writer that a: big city, even St. 
Louis, could be a work of art, as op- 
posed to its present pattern of chaos. 
Unquestionably the designing of the 
giant urban center of the future will be 
mankind’s most ambitious creative at- 
tempt. Carrying out the design will be 
even more difficult. It will require an 
education-and-action effort that will be 
herculean; one that will. require partici- 
pation from all levels of society, from 
the top down and from the bottom up. 

It will require an artist; in this case 
not a single individual but a vast com- 
munity of individuals creatively work- 
ing and thinking within the framework 
of a common goal. That goal would be 
the dignity of the individual, his right to 
participate individually and collective- 
ly in the building of a more beautiful 
and socially useful urban environment, 
and his right to develop to the best of 
his ability a full life—economically, cul- 
turally and spiritually,

Classical Records

THE LATEST VERSION of Richard Strauss's “Till 
Eulenspiegel” is played by the London Philharmonic Or- 
chestra under the direction of Artur Rodzinski. This 
work, in my opinion, will always be included in the standard 
orchestral repertory regardless of what happens to the re- 
mainder of Strauss’s music or, for that matter, to all the 
music of the so-called romantic period. It is endlessly in- 
genious in contrasting energy and repose and enchantingly 
lyrical passages with bursts of cacophony. Aside from these 
features “Till Eulenspiegel” is virtually perfect as a musical 
narrative in that something is always happening or about 
to happen. 

Rodzinki'’s direction is particularly successful in keeping 
the line of action continuous and sustained. It is a good per- 
formance in other respects too, even though the orchestral 
sound is not always satisfactory. A vigorous performance of 
“Don Juan” is on the same side and the whole of the 
reverse side is given over to the Rosenkavalier Suite which 
is handied with grace and an affecting romantic feeling. 
(Westminster, One 12-inch LP.) 


AMONG THE MANY recordings of the Berlioz “Sym- 
phonie Fantastique” the latest one by the Paris Conservatoire 
Orchestra with Ataulfo Argenta conducting is certainly one 
of the best. As a point by point comparison with other re- 
cordings is impractical I must be content with saying that 
anybody who likes this symphony will be impressed by 
Argenta’s imaginative use of coloring and his volatile 
rhythms. The reproduction is favorable to the quality of 
sound being sought. Mr. Argenta, a Spanish conductor, died 
last January in an automobile accident at a time when he 
was beginning to build up an international reputation. 
(London, One 12-inch LP.) 


‘*‘BILLY THE KID’’ and “Rodeo,” two ballet suites 
by Aaron Copland, are presented in a high spirited, incisive 
manner by Morton Gould and His Orchestra. Mr. Gould's 
reputation as a musician does not depend upon his conducting 
but so far as these two pieces are concerned he is as good 
as anybody. The special coloring of both derives from cowboy 
tunes and other themes similar in character. The reproduc- 
tion is excellent. (RCA-Victor, One 12-inch LP.) 


GOUNOD’S SECOND SYMPHONY (and his First 
Symphony, too, I suppose) belongs in a category of musical 
oddities such as Schumann’s opera ““Genoveva,” Verdi's string 
quartet and Bizet’s symphony. These works, in brief, were 
not the cause of their composers’ fame. The Gounod sym- 
phony does not have the same brightness and charm as the 
Bizet symphony but its free-flowing melodies together with 
its respectable formal organization make it well worth 
hearing. Like the Bizet symphony it is influenced by Schu- 
mann, Schubert and Haydn. 

Igor Markevitch, conducting the Lamoureuz Orchestra of 
Paris devotes as much care to its performance as if it were, 
indeed, a symphony by Haydn. In consequence it is crisp 
and fluent at all times. The record also includes a good per- 
formance by the same orchestra and conductor of Bizet’s 
“Jeux d’Enfants” a French-style “Kinderscenen.” (Decca, 
One 12-inch LP.) 


Soviet Ballet Tonight 


THE MOISEYEV DANCE company will give the only 
St. Louis performance on its hugely successful American 
tour this evening at 7 o'clock in Kiel Auditorium Convention 
Hall. The Soviet company has drawn capacity audiences in 
every American city where it has played and will make eight 
more appearances in New York, at Madison Square Garden, 
before concluding its visit to this country, the first by a 
major Russian theatrical troupe. 


The company’s program combines the color and gaiety of 
folk dances, taken from all parts of the Soviet Union, with 
the technical finish that professional dancers can supply. 
Some of their spectacular dance forms are the Cossack knee- 
bend, the Ukrainian leap which goes straight upwards and 
the Caucasian bird dance. American folk dancing as repre- 
sented by a Virginia Reel that the dancers learned in this 
country has been added to the program. ‘ 

Moiseyev has also heightened the appeal of the folk dances 
by interpreting them with more subtlety and variety than 
they possess in their original forms. 

The troupe is attached to the Bolshoi Theater ballet and 
consists of 100 dancers and an orchestra of 50. Samson 
Galperin is the conductor. 


Little Symphony Soloists 


THE ST. LOUIS LITTLE SMPHONY will feature 
soloists in a number of musical fields during its 1958 
summer season, which will begin the evening of June 20 in 
Washington University Quadrangle. The guest soloist for 
that program will be Dudley Powers, principal cellist of the 
Chicago Symphony Orchestra, who will play Haydn's Con- 
certo for cello. Evan Whallon, conductor of the Columbus 
(Ohio) Symphony Orchestra, will conduct. 

Ann Scott, St. Louis lyric soprano, will sing Mozart arias 
and French songs for the second concert, and the following 
week Allen Brandes, pianist, will play the Mendelssohn 
Piano Concerto No. 1 in G Minor. The fourth concert will 
have Albert Tipton, former first flutist with the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra, as both conductor and guest soloist. 
He is principal flutist of the Detroit Symphony and a par- 
ticipant in the 1958 Aspen Music Festival. Elaine Skorodin, 
violinist, will appear at the fifth concert. Miss Skorodin 
won the 1957 Allied Arts Violin Auditions sponsored by the 
Society of American Musicians, and has recently appeared 
at New York’s Town Hall. Soloist for the final concert will 
be William Schatzkamer, pianist, who is artist-in-residence 
at Washington University.

Piano Opens All Music to Us 


By HELEN J. BEAN 


MUSIC AS A HOBBY certainly should be lifted from 
the category of “spectator-sports.” That is not to decry the 
place of the listener, who is highly important. But to make 
music is to make many hours of enjoyment and to add 
another dimension to one’s life. A song writer has told us: 
“There's a gold mine in the sky,” but we also may find a 
treasure of eighty-eight keys within our own house. Those 
keys belong to a piano which for many years has been a 
standard musical instrument in homes throughout the world, ; 


What can a piano offer us? It is the most complete and * 
most convenient musical instrument. Almost anything that © 
can be expressed in organized sound, the piano is able to 
produce. Therefore, we are not limited to piano literature. We 
have at our finger tips adaptations from various symphonies. 
And certainly we pianists would suffer a loss withowt ar- 
rangements from the vocal literature such as Schubert's “My 
Sweet Repose,” transcribed by Liszt, and Grieg’s own tran- 
scriptions of his “Cradle-Song” and “Solvejg’s Song.” 


That quality of completeness is something to consider, be- 
cause it means that when alone we can make music in a 
satisfying way, and at the same time can spend many happy 
and profitable hours. Nor will the piano turn us into hermits! 
The fun of playing duets, trios, and quartets at one or two 
pianos with friends can hardly be equalled! There do exist 
amateur groups for two-piano playing. If we have reached 
the stage of accomplishment required and have the time, 
belonging to such a group is surely a goal worth achieving. 


THROUGH THE MUSIC it offers, we can match our 
every mood at the piano. Whether we are searching for a 
lilt or a “lift,” there is a melody to match. We may expect 
stimulation, challenge, unexpectedly elevated moments, and 
then perhaps a period of calm, but dullness—never. 

Proficiency at the piano, of course, requires work. 

Amateurs are saved from the many grinding hours of 
practice that are needed for the technical perfection of con- 
cert work, but they cannot be spared from some part of it. 
Technical proficiency is the key to unlock the pages of 
many musical treats. 


It is possible to think of our music hobby as a journey, 
but it’s too strenuous for the armchair travelers. This 
journey calls for activity—exploration. Folk songs: The very 
words call forth exciting, colorful pictures. Whence do they 
come? From the people! A folk song expresses the heart of a 
people. In our own country, we can set our history to folk 
songs. Do we like songs of cowboys, of minstrels, of Forty- 
Niners, of the Negro? The list is almost endless. “The 
Book of American Negro Spirituals" by James Johnson and 
Rosamond Johnson contains songs with foot-tapping appeal 
like “Lit‘le David Play on Yo’ Harp” to those with profound 
depth of feeling such as “Stan’ Still Jordan.” 


ONCE WE VENTURE beyond the bounds of our own 
country, we have the countries of the world from which to 
make our selections. Each national group of songs has its 
own story to tell. The Scottish snap in “Comin’ Thro’ the 
Rye” could never be confused with the strong dance rhythm 
of the Swedish peasants in “Cold Winter Now Is Done.” 
Fortunately for all of us, folk songs aye to be found in 
good arrangements from the simplest five-finger positions 
to the more difficult grades. 


Popular music should not be disdained. No true musician 
should be condescending in his attitude toward Jerome Kern, 
Richard Rodgers, George Gershwin or Cole Porter. The 
important point to remember is this: Play the kind of musi¢e 
you like, but choose music of quality from each category, 


Each nation, of course, sends its best representatives to 
the summit. Among those from Germany will be Bach, 
Beethoven, Schubert and Brahms. We may expect De- 
bussy and Ravel from France, Liszt and Bartok from Hun- 
gary, Grieg from Norway. From Spain—with those provoca- 
tive rhythms in its music, we'll look for Albeniz, Granados 
and de Falia. Willy-nilly, Russia will be represented. Once a 
melody is tossed in the air, it recognizes no limitation of 
race, or space, or time or politics. The people who love it 
will pass it on from generation to generation and from 
country to country. A good melody is ageless. Tschaikovsky 
and Rachmaininoff will surely be present.’ And then there 
are the Poles—Chopin, Moszkowski and Paderewski. Coun- 
tries to our south undoubtedly will wish to be recognized: 
Villa-Lobos and Pinto from Brazil, Lecuona from Cuba. 


WE SHOULD NOT be dismayed, in our musical ex- 
plorations, if we are not entirely successful in our first efforts. 
Much of Bach's compositions appear deceivingly simple upon 
a cursory inspection. Let's not be hesitant to start with 
material from “Anna Magdalena’s Notebook.” Bach was 
greatly interested in the musical education of his family, so 

he wrote for them short pieces in the forms of the march, 

minuet and polonaise. If we like good waltz melodies, let's 

turn to the music of Schubert, who had more good melodies 

than he could use. Recently, Henry. Levine has selected and 

edited an interesting album of them. 


Edward Grieg is a made-to-order composer for amateur 
pianists. His ten sets of “Lyric Pieces,” which are not too 
difficult to perform, give us the special beauty of his style. 
To many of his piano solos, Grieg gave poetic titles, which 
sometimes offer an interpretive hint. 

So it goes. Good music is inexhaustible, and we can 
reach the best through the piano.

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ACS OBIECTION

WASHINGTON, June 7 — 
The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion has raised last-minute ob- 
jections to a proposed agree- 
ment to promote the develop- 
ment of atomic power in West- 
ern Europe. The commission's 
objections center around the 
question of international in- 
spection—an issue which pre- 
viously was believed to have 
been settled in negotiations 
with the European Atomic En- 
ergy Community. 

As a result of the commis- 
sion’s objections, Administra- 
tion action has been stalled 
on the already - negotiated 
agreement of co-operation with 
the six European nations band- 
ed together in the atomic en- 
ergy group known as Euratom. 


Within the State Department |. 


and among Euratom officials, 
there is rising concern that if 
the issue is not settled im- 
mediately, it could deal a seri- 
out setback to Euratom’s am- 
bitious program for construc- 
tion of atomic power plants as 
well as to the whole European 
movement toward economic 
and political unity. 
Agreement in May. 

After months of negotiations, 
@ proposed agreement was 
reached last month providing 
for United States technological 
and financial assistance’ in 
achieving Euratom’s goal of 
constructing atomic power 
plants with a capacity of 1,- 
000,000 kilowatts of electricity 
by 1961. 

The agreement has 
been approved by the Euratom 
council of ministers. It still 
must be approved by the Presi- 
dent and reviewed by the Joint 
Congressional Committee on 
Atomic Energy before it goes 
into effect. 

The most controversial point 
fn the negotiations was the 
question of who would inspect 
the atomic reactors built in the 
European nations to make sure 
that their fissionable by-prod- 
ucts were not being diverted to 
military uses. 

The United States at first 
demanded inspection rights of 
its own as a precondition to co- 
operation. Euratom insisted 
that, as a sovereign interna- 
tional body, it could not sur- 
render the inspection function 
to another nation. 

Function Left to Euratom. 

The issue was presumably 
resolved when the negotiators 
agreed last month that Euratom 
should exercise the inspection 
functions, ‘with the inspection 
standards meeting those fol- 
lowed by the United States and 
the international atomic energy 

agency. 

When the agreement was re- 
turned for United States ap- 
proval, it was indorsed by the 
State Department, but ran into 
opposition from the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 

Within the commission there 
were objections that if Euratom 
were to be given exclusive in- 
spection rights, it would under- 
mine the principle of interna- 
tional inspection which is basic 
to the new international atomic 
energy agency and world dis- 
armament, 

Within the Administration 
there is hope that the Euratom 
issue can be resolved within 
the next few days. If no agree- 
ment is submitted to Congress 
in the near future, there is the 
possibility that the start of any 
co-operative program will have 
to wait until the new Congress 
convenes next year.

OF GERMANS IN U$,  Withstood Rigors of Space 


PHILADELPHIA, June 7 
(AP)—West Germany's Presi- 
'dent Theodor Heuss paid trib- 
ute to Carl Schurz in a speech 
| here today, in which he re- 
called the role played by Ger- 
mans in American history. 

“Countless Germans have 
participated in the building of 
the American nation,” he told 
a crowd of 1500 gathered in 
Independence Square. “They 
have become one of the most 
vital elements in this nation, 
although by now often nothing 
more than a name recalls the 
German origin of the ancestors 
of many present-day Ameri- 
cans.” 

Referring to 
United States Senator from 
Missouri, who lived in Phila- 
delphia for a time after his ar- 
rival in the United States from 
Germany, Heuss said: 

“Carl Schurz was closely as- 
sociated with the effort of 
building up the American po- 
iitical way of life, after he— 
the idealist of 1848—had po-

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BRUSSELS, June 7 (UPI)— 
Soviet scientists reported today 
that the dog in Sputnik II 
easily withstood the rigors of 
space flight, including the sen- 
sation of weightlessness, and 
proved that animals can en- 
dure rocket blast-off and orbit 
travel. 

A formal report to the Inter- 
national Geophysical Year 
headquarters on the dog, 
Laika, stressed that once the 
dog was in orbit “circulation of 
the blood and breathing be- 
came nearly normal again.” 

In the ascent 
1120-pound payload of the 
rocket, the 40-pound female 
dog’s heartbeat tripled. The 
heart settled back to regular 
rhythm in orbit, when the 
Sputnik was traveling at 18,- 
000 miles an hour, 1056 miles 
out in space. 

Laika was in an air-condi- 
tioned compartment of the 19- 
foot-long conical Sputnik and 
was provided with nourish- 
ment. 

The Sputnik was launched 
last Nov. 3 from Russia. Laika 
lived only a week. The body 
traveled with the satellite and 
burned with it when the Sput- 
nik plunged into the earth's 
atmosphere April 14. 

The Soviet report, which re- 
peated some information Rus- 
sian scientists already had giv- 
en out, said Laika very well 
“withstood not only the ascent 
of the satellite in orbit, but 
also traveling conditions while 


in orbit. Once the satellite was 
in orbit, gravitation disap- 
peared.” 

This meant Laika was

Published in the Communist 
newspaper Il’Unita, the bid 
could be the key to the kind of 
government. Italy will have 
after its newly elected Parlia- 
ment meets next Thursday.

no damage to the equipment. 

The reactor increased its 
power output from zero to 
530,000 thermal kilowatts in 
less than a second and then 
shut itself off. This amounted 
to tripling the power every two 
thousandths of a second. 

The purpose was to study the 
behavior of the type of reactor 
if operating control of the 
atomic reaction is lost. The 
AEC said the test demonstrated 
the inherent ability of the re-

ment that henceforth any 
pitcher who is warned by an 
umpire about throwing at a 
batter shall be fined $50. If 
the pitcher ignores the warn-’ 
ing and the ‘$50 fine and 
again seems to be throwing 
at a hitter, the umpire will 
report the naughty boy to the 
league president and the cul- 
prit will be liable to further 
fine or suspension. 

The Harridge-Giles action 
was a little disappointing to 
most followers of baseball. 
The situation is virtually un- 
changed. It’s still all up to 
the judgment of the umpires 
and they are not likely to 
cheer over the new or added 
responsibility of deciding the 
difficult question of whether 
a pitcher is just wild, or is 
actually throwing .at a bat- 
ter. 

However, there was no 
reason to be surprised that 
the wishy-washy announce- 
ment was the only product of 
the presidential conference 
on the baseball problem. The 
bean ball rule always has 
been wishy-washy. 

If a pitcher throws at the 
head of a batter, he is en- 
dangering the life of that 
batter. Ray Chapman was 
killed back in 1920 by a 
pitched ball that struck him

Is Just One Beanball. 

HE pitcher really doesn't 
T have to throw at the bat- 

ter again. He just wanted 
to throw at him. once, to 
loosen him up there at the 
plate, to prevent him from 
taking a toe-hold in the bat- 
ter’s box. 

Unless the umpires decide 
that theyll really get tough | 
and risk the charge of trying | 
to be mind readers, the new 
directive about bean balls 
won't do any more good than 
the rule already in the book. 

We can’t remember any 
pitcher put out of a game 
for throwing a bean ball. 
The only ejections have been 
after some batter returned 


a bat at. a pitcher, or after 
a donnybrook caused by bat- 
ter resentment over bean 
balls. The umpires have con- 
tinued to take bean balls 
very calmly. 

Actually it shouldn't be 
Gifficult for the umpires to 
point the $50 finger at pitch- 
ers. All they have to do is 
check pitches immediately 
following home runs. Too 
frequently the man at the 
plate after a home run hit- 
ter knows that he’s going to 
have to dodge a bean ball. 
But instead of a paltry $50 
fine, peanuts in this Chavez 
Ravine age, why didn’t Giles 
and Harridge make the pun- 
ishment suspension for 60 
days? Managers would be 
warning their pitchers not to 
throw bean balls, if there 
Was a chance a star’s serv- 
ices might be lost through 
August and September. But 
many a manager would pay 
$50 gladly for an occasional 
knockdown pitch.

“My best pitch, the one 
that got me back up to the 
big leagues a second time, 


Was a screwball,” said Ryba.

swinging for the fences. I'd 
just drape it over the out- 
side corner and let ‘em pull 
it to the second baseman.

OR FEDERAL MNT 


DENVER, June 7 (AP) — 
Other industries may be expe- 
riencing a slump in business, 
but not the Denver mint. Here 
coins are jingling off the pro- 
duction line in record quan- 
tities.

The~Denver mint, maker of 


+» more than 80 per cent of United 


States coins produced in the 
first three months this year 
331,588,000 coins, up 57,147,000 
from the same months in 1957. 
About three fourths of the pro- 
duction is in pennies. 


“Business is good here,” says 
Mrs. Alma Schneider, first 
woman superintendent of a 
mint. “The demand for coins 
keeps growing every year.” 

She has no explanation for 
the busy activity of the mint 
in the face of a decline in busi- 
mess generally. 

Need Holding Up. 

“The Treasury Department 
orders the coinage on the basis 
of requests from Federal Re- 
serve banks,” she explains. 
“All we know here is that the 
need for coins is holding up 
strongly.” 

The Denver and Philadelphia 
mints are the only producers 
of United States coins since 
the San Francisco mint was 
closed in the spring of 1955. 
Since that shutdown occurred 
three years ago, Mrs. Schneider 
feels that has little effect on 
the current high level of activ- 
ity at Denver. 

Business is good too at the 
Philadelphia mint, which is 
the only maker of proof (col- 
lector’s) coins. Ten years ago, 
coin collectors requested only 
about 20,000 sets of proof coins 
a year. Now the demand has 
passed 1,300,000 sets annually. 

The proof coins, struck only 
during the year indicated by 
the date on the coins, are sold 
only in sets. The set contains 
five coins—half dollar, quar- 
ter, dime, nickel and penny. 
It sells for $2.10. The coins, 
face value 91 cents, are speci- 
ally polished for an enduring 


No Silver Dollars Made. 
Silver dollars have become 


* an unwanted product, except 


in some,western states. Neva- 
da uses large numbers of them 
for the gambling casinos. None 
has been minted since 1935. 
The stocks at the Denver mint 
keep growing as banks take 
the silver dollars out of cir- 
culation and return them to 
the mint. More than 7,000,000 
silver dollars are in vaults at 
Denver. 

The Denver mint Is like any 
other factory. The raw mate- 
rials—copper, silver, nickel— 
is trucked in and unloaded at 
docks and pits. It is melted and 
cast into ingots which are

Prayer Time Enforced, 

In this land ruled by Ko- 
ranic law, the Mutaween roam 
the streets of Jidda, Riyadh 
and other towns. They see to 
it that people pray at prayer 
times. They watch to see that 
the Bedouin wears his tagiyyah, 
a round squll cap. A cap with 
a peak is forbidden, for the 
peak would prevent a man’s 
head from touching the ground 
as he kneels on his prayer rug 
and faces toward Mecca.

Democratic presidential nomi- 
nee, was a protocol problem ‘to 
the United States Navy Far 
East command, which wanted 
to know whether he would be 
in uniform or civvies.

Otherwise, they'll 
throw me out, Governor or not. 

“Besides,” Meyner said, “I 
like to think I might be some 
use to the Navy if we got into 
another war. Of course, when 
I go aboard a ship they usual- 
ly break out the New Jersey 
boys for me to shake hands 
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in reasonable comfort.

“The first is the desire of this 
affable man for a public career 
of his own. 

‘The second is the unforget- 
table resentment. of an easily- 
wounded Irishman for the Hud- 
son river aristocrat he made— 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. . 

. These two aspects of Farley's 
claracter were recalled by po- 
litical old timers following the 
announcement that James Al- 
oysius was a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for 
United States Senator from 
Néw York. 

Roosevelt Adviser. 

A professional politician for 
mpst of his mature life, Farley 
reached his peak as the king- 
maker who put the late F.D.R. 
over at the 1932 Democratic 
convention in Chicago, and who 
was Roosevelt's close adviser 
atid Cabinet member until the 
efid of their friendship in 1940. 

In the 18 years that have in- 
tervened since his split with 
Roosevelt, Farley has done well 
asa big man with Coca-Cola. 

His heart has been in poli- 
ties. The holiday’ greetirg 
cards initialed “J.A.F.” in green 
ink, have kept coming over 
the years to nearly everyone 
in Washington. These cards, 
plus Farley’s ubiquitous ap- 
pearance at public affairs, were 
the surest sign that he would 
ofie day, even at the age of 
70, seek his own political ca- 
réer. 

“That ambition. was squelched 
by his break with Roosevelt, 

ich had more personal bit- 
terness to it than has ever 
béen fully revealed. Farley’s 
name was placed in nomination 
for the Presidency at the Dem- 

atic convention of 1940, but 
of course he was trampled by 
the man he had made in the 
latter’s decision to seek a third 
term. 

Friendships Kept. 

The ranks of personal] parti- 
sans of the late F.D.R., who 
turned to Farley at the time 
of his break, have thinned, but 
the warmth of Farley has kept 
alive his broad friendships. 

“Farley is the first Democrat 
to declare for the Senate nom- 
imation in New York. 

‘The prospects of the Demo- 
crats to capture the seat being 
vacated this year by Repub- 
ligan Senator Ives are regarded 
as high, at the moment. 

“Two other New Yorkers have 
been mentioned as possible con- 
tenders for the Democratic 
pmomination. They are Thomas 
K, Finietter, former Air Force 
sécretary, and Mayor Robert F. 
Wagner of New York. 

“The nomination will be made 
at a state Democratic conven- 
tion in Buffalo in August.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 7 
(UPI)—The school year is clos- 
ing with 2125 of the South's 
2889 school districts still main- 
taining racial segregation, the 
Southern School News reported 
today. 

The News, a monthly publi- 
cation of the Southern Edcuca- 
tion Reporting Service, said 
white and Negro schools still 
are being maintained separate- 
ly in districts in Virginia, South 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Mis- 
sissippi, Alabama and Louisi- 
ana. Desegregation has begun 
in 764 southern districts, 

Three school districts. in 
Maryland and Kentucky an- 
nounced expanded desegrega- 
tion’ plan’, but two “Little 
Dixie” districts in Oklahoma 
reported they would continue 
to maintain segregated schools 
under the state’s financial aid 
policy for at least another 
year,

several companies announced they would start building air- 
planes here; and air passenger service to Chicago was in- 
‘eugurated. Today, we have one of the best and safest air- 
ports in the world, served by seven airlines, and serving over 
4,500,000 air passengers annually. Our leading aircraft manu- 
facturer is the largest employer in the area, employing over 
20,000 people. 


As a major rail, highway and water transportation center, St. 
Louis today continues to attract industry. In 1928, there was 
plenty of space for industrial development, but today plan- 
ning is required to provide suitable sites. Such projects as the 
Mill Creek Valley Redevelopment, the Columbia Béttom in- 
dustrial Park and the Meramec Industrial Development will 
help solve this problem. 


We are confident that the great developments now under way 
in and around St. Louis mark the beginning of a new era of prog- 
ress.

zine poll, Kentucky Lake was 
voted one of the top bodies of 
water in which to fish. The 
lake, in the western part of 
Kentucky, has a 2300-mile 
shoreline, largest in the world 
for an artificial body of water. 
The lake is known for the 
quantity and size of both bass 
and crappie, with some of the 
world’s largest catfish taken 
from the waters below Ken- 
tucky Dam. 
Several years ago, members 
of the state Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources, 
after a series of tests reported 
that Lake Cumberland in 
southeastern Kentucky con- 
tained more black bass per 
acre of water than any other 
lake in the country, They said 
the lake would develop into 
one of the best bass lakes in 
the nation. The prediction was 
accurate, with strings of record 
bass in the six-to-eight-pound 
class being taken.

Fishing the 
spawning each spring has be- 
come an annual event with 
standing room only as the fish 
make their way into Dix river 
from the lake.

“the highest calibre,” Ken- 
tucky’s Department of Public 
Relations reports. At state 
parks on Lake Cumberland and 
Kentucky Lake there are cot- 
tages and lodge rooms, with 
excellent privately-operated ac- 
commodations available near 
all the lakes. The state also 
operates boat docks on Cum- 
berland, Kentucky and Dewey 
lakes.

NEW YORK (UP) — Motels 
and their transient guests are 
getting into the swim of things. 
Each year, more motels are 
adding swimming pools, hoping

Dr. Harlow Shapley, 
retired director of the 
Harvard College Observ- 
atory, has destroyed for- 
ever our cherished myth 
that the sky was either 
lonely or serene. 

Lonely? Why it turns 
out that the heavens are 
more crowded than a 
beehive, or a ball park 
during a July Sunday doubleheader. 


Dr. Shapley, who rates the earth as a lowly mud- 
ball efreling around a third rate star (our sun), 
estimates there may be 100 quintillion stars in the 
known universe. That, friend, is 100,000,000,000,000,- 
000,000. 


BUT, HOLD ON. There’s worse to come, Man has 
te speculated there may be forms of life on one or 
two of our neighboring planets. Only one out of every 
trillion stars in the universe has conditions roughly similar 
to those of our sun, then there may be 100,000,000 plan- 
etary systems with life on them. 


We don’t know how this possibility affects you, 
but we do know how it has affected us. Ever since 
reading Dr. Shapley’s estimate we shave been dreaming, 
not of seeing flying saucers, but whole flying pantries. 


A HUNDRED MILLION different planets may have

CHILDREN UNDER 10 and 
women over 70 give the best 
interviews on the air today for 
the identical reason: they speak 
the plain. unvarnished truth. 
They dish it out in no uncer- 
tain terms, with heartfelt emo- 
tion’ coloring. each phrase. 


No concealing, flattering, 
hypocritical editorializing 
among the very young and very 
old, If you don’t want. the 
truth—better not ask . them, 
And don’t. be shocked if it's 
phrased in primitive ternis. 


Take the boy who proudly 
announced that he had a secret 
wish he’d been thinking about. 
“Go ahead,” I prompted. “Tell 
us your secret.” 


“My secret is that I think my 
dad and mother’s going to get 
married next Tuesday.” 

The audience at CBS-TV City 
in Hollywood fell into the 
aisles for one of the longest. re- 
corded laughs in broadeast his- 
tory, while somewhere before 
a TV receiver two respectably 
married parents threw up their 
hands in horror and started to 
make plans for a quick dash 
to the nearest border. 


My own favorite interviews 
are the younger ones, under 
seven, Each day brings them 
some new adventure that is 
met forthrightly, with head-on 
courage. One young fellow re- 
cently announced: “I was six 
yesterday!” When I asked what 
he did to celebrate, he proudly 
recited: “I had ice cream, cake, 
candy, milk and threw up.” 


Each day as I look at my 
four tiny guests, fidgeting and 
scratching and picking and 
kicking, | wonder what amaz- 
ing peek we’ll get into the folk- 
lore and philosophy of their 
tribal world. Every child, of 
course, is not a fountainhead 
of amusing remarks. Some of 
my guests get stage fright, just 
like any grown-up. Some of 
them get emotional and choke 
up with excitement or panic. 
Others promptly forget who 
they are, what their parents do 
and even why they’re on the 
show. 

One aimless little boy 
couldn't be persuaded to tell 
me anything, Finally, in desper- 
ation, I said: “Well, surely you 
can describe yourself.” 

“Well,” he faltered, “I'm 
mostly dependable.” 

“What do you mean by that?” 
I encouraged him. © 

“Nobody can ever depend on 
where I'll be or what I'll do.” 


TEACHERS HAVE a variety 
of ways of selecting my guests 
from their classrooms. Some- 
times they give impromptu pro- 
grams where they ask ques- 
tions much like I do on the 
air. Sometimes the teachers re- 
ward the best pupils with an 
appearance on the program. 
And sometimes, I suspect, they 
pick the kiddies they’d most 
like to have out of the room. 

Occasionally, I suspect that a 
wise teacher will select a 
youngster whose ego needs a 
booster shot. Perhaps a young 
fellow is being trampled on by 
older brothers:or sisters, or he 
is suffering from inferior feel- 
ings because of some unfor- 
tunate classroom experience. 
His selection and appearance 
on my coast to coast television 
show may be just the “lift” he 
needs to help him cope with 
his personal problems. Since 
sibling warfare is incessant, 
many a younger brother or sis- 
ter finally gets a long overdue 
revenge on the “stay-at-home” 
who is watching the show in 
anticipatory dread.

“Well, this Week he dropped 
all the guest towels into the 
toilet and yesterday he gave 
the goldfish a bubble bath.” 


HOW CHILDREN are se- 
lected to appear on the “House 
Party” show is the question 
asked by thousands of letter 
writers. During.holiday weeks, 
and in the summertime, our 
“interviewees” come from pri- 
vate schools, Y.M.C.A., Y.W. 
C.A., Boy Scout and other club 
groups. They also are picked 
fr6m auditions held each month 
by our own “teacher,” as a re- 
sult of the thousands of letters 
we get suggesting children for 
the show. 


Most of these letters, of 
course, come from proud grand- 
parents, with a generous num- 
ber from mothers and dads. 
It’s often quite a shock for a 
parent to march proudly into 
our office with his “brilliant” 
child in hand, ready for an 
audition, and then squirm with 
frustration .when the young 
prodigy stands there wordless 
and defiant. The boy who 
never stops talking from morn- 
ing until night, and who utters 
pearls of amusing wisdom 
every time he opens his mouth, 
becomes a Sphinx. I shudder 
to think of the mayhem that 
occurs in the family car on the 
way home after the debacle. 


To avoid such a speechless 
occasion on the air, I meet 
with the youngsters for five or 
10 minutes before each broad- 
cast, so that we can get ac- 
quainted and I can find out 
which ones of the four will be 
most apt to “open up” with 
me. Every child reacts differ- 
ently to different people, and 
whereas a boy may chatter ijke 
a magpie with our teacher, he 
may be uncomfortable or un- 
easy with me. My job Its to 
warm up the recalcitrant ones, 
and encourage the talkative 
ones to be even more so. 

I do this in a variety of ways. 
I tease them. I promise them 
extra desserts for being good. 
And I sometimes have to be 
stern with them. Some of the 
kids are so excited they become 
almost hysterical and have to 
be quieted down and told that 
they are being watched by the 
President himself. 

“Aw, shucks,” scoffed one 
youngster, “the President’s 
not looking. He's chasing the 
British soldiers back to Japan!” 


No child is ever told what 
to say or what to think before 
he goes on the air. To begin 
with, there’spno writer in Hol; 
lywood capable of producing 
the original, off-beat remarks 
that come from a six-year-old 
mind, and if we did unearth 
such an adult genius to write 
“funny sayings,” any “re- 
hearsed” delivery would lose 
all the spontaneous spark and 
fun. And, @6f course, there’s 
one more important detail: we 
wouldn't have the nerve to cue 
a child to say some of the 
startling things that come pop- 
ping, unbidden, out of their 
mouths. 

Teachers and parents alike 
watch and listen in fear and 
trembling when I ask the inno- 
cently loaded question: “Do 
you have any instructions from 
anyone today?” Here are a few 
choice samples: 

“My mother told me to pay 
no attention to all the crazy 
things my dad told me.

The next few weeks in the 
month before the curtain goes 
up are busy ones for Junior.

In the Country 


ONE DAY RECENTLY a violent thunderstorm knocked 
‘out our transformer for an hour or so, and with it, off 
went the lights, refrigerator, stove, radio, clocks. The

It did not take long 
to get things humming 
again, once the trans- 
former was put back into 
service. But this small 
emergency set me think- 
ing about boyhood days 
in the country and about 
how few of the conveniences of modern living existed 
then which we consider indispensable nowadays. It makes 
one wonder how we managed to survive; yet survive we did 


. and had, from my observation, as good a time doing it as 


any youngster has today: Yet it is interesting to go 
the things one simply 
got along without if he lived in the country—but which 


~ are now the ordinary amenities of even rural existence. 


In the country during my boyhood wé had 
no electric lights, autemebile, radio or television. 
An old-fashioned ice-box helped preserve food if 
the lecal ice supply didn’t run out—and «a tem- 
peramental telephone line rambled across the 
countryside, using the tep strand on the barbed 
wire fences ta carry tis current. We had running 


plemented in hot weather by a kerosene contrap- 
tion im the summer kitehen that caught fire 
regularly and belehed out vast clouds of oily 
smoke. There was ne movie house) around the 
corner or, fer that matter, anywhere In the com- 
munity. The daily newspaper arrived by mail, 
bringing the news from North Africa a full week 
late and who cared? 


THE CHIEF THING that seems to be missing here, 
as far as a youngster is concerned, is the means of enter- 
tainment. No radio or television or movies. How on 
earth did we manage to fill all those hours? One thing 
is certain; if we had any bent for it at all, we learned 
to read. Some consumed more David Copperfield and 
Frank Merriwell than others, it is true. Yet unless I’m 
mistaken, colleges in our day needed no classes in remedial 
reading and writing to enable freshmen to interpret “I 
see a cat” or even to pen a legible and intelligible sentence. 
Reading and writing were a standard part of the curricu- 
lum of the primary school grades, And spelling. Nor 
ean I recall, up until the time I abandoned the halls 
of ivy, very many books assigned in English literature 
that hadn't already been consumed in the course of a 
fairly normal teen-age reading career. 


Our recreations were, in those days, largely 
self invented. They were less planned, less super- 
vised, and maybe more fun. Our swimming hole 
was no chlorinated pool and we didn’t get to it 
by means of the family car. It was an inviting 
hole of blue water under a big sycamore tree on 
Bates creek, a mile or so below town and running 
unpolluted because it came down out of the 
woods. We got there by hiking barefooted along 
a country road where a fellow could squirt warm 
dust up between his bare toes. We didn’t learn 
the Australian crawl and this had always been 
a matter for some regret. But we did learn to 
dog paddle and be at home in the water and 
not scared of a ducking. 


» ALTHOUGH THE TIME stretches out toward the half- 
century mark, I can recall that Sunday School picnics 
stood out as a climax of the summer's activities. A 
favorite spot for these was out on Breton creek, perhaps 
three or four miles from town, in a shady grove watered 
by a fine spring. Almost everybody in those days owned 
a horse or two and a buggy, surrey or spring wagon— 
so that transportation to the picnic was slower than today 
but still no problem. A couple of horse-drawn wagons 
were used to haul out rough planks and carpenter horses 
to make benches and tables. Fried chicken, potato salad, 
cake and pie were the main staples on the day’s menu 
and pink lemonade was mixed in a couple of wash tubs 
and cooled with ice that had:been carefully packed in 
sawdust and covered with gunny sacks against melting. 

On the occasion of the Sunday School picnic, swim- 
ming suits of some sort were de rigueur, since there 
were females on hand. These were mainly, as I recall it, 


’ overalls chopped’ off at the knees for boys and dresses 


for the girls. Swimming was prohibited for an hour or 
so after dinner, by which time many a game of tag and 
prisoner's base had made the prospect of the cool water 
doubly inviting. Someone always got bitten by a black 
snake; a harmless enough experience except for the 
tourniquet that was promptly applied to the wound and 
There were bound to 
be a normal: quota of cases of poison ivy—and chiggers 
and ticks galore. Neverthelesss, there are no picnics 
today like those of our long-ago childhood—and we'd 
like to live them over again.

SAN CRISTOBAL, 
June 7 (AP). 


WHY HAVE the mysteries of 
the Galapagos islands chal- 
lenged adventurers for cen- 
turies? Why did they hold 
such a lure for me? 

It could be because it was 
here that Charles Darwin con- 
ceived the theory of evolution, 
over 100 years ago. But tha 
wasn't my reason. 4 

It could be because pirates 
used the forbidding voleanic 
islands as a hiding place for 
loot of gold and jewels, and 
many caches still are reputed 
buried in the cinders. A more 
likely reason, but still not mine. 


I must confess that I was far 
more interested in the ribald 
antics of a beautiful one cetue 
tive blond baroness, de 
Wagner Wehrborn and her 
three paramours, who came to 
the islands in 1932 in search 
of Paradise. 


For almost three scandalous 
years she and her private me- 
nage basked in new- 

found Eden. Then she van 
leaving behind still unsolv 
tales of mystery and murder. 

The Galap lie in the blue 
Pacific, barely 600 miles off 
the coast of Ecuador. They 
should be easy to reach, but 
they are not, There is little 
trade with the islands, so boats 
sometimes don’t make the trip 
for months. 


I WAITED DAYS for the 


ou could call it a ship. Actual- 
it was as unseaworthy look- 
ing a tub as your can imagine. 
The captain, when I went 
aboard to inquire about passage, 
met me in his cabin attired 
only in dirty white shorts. His 
chest was covered by a mat of 
gray hair, his arms with gaudy 
tattoos of nude women. His 
bloodshot eyes were sét in a 
mask of wiry white whiskers. 


But this might be the only 


way to get to the Galapagos 
for months, so I took it. The 
fare was $12, which paid for a 
hammock on the lumberman’s 
deck and meals consisting 
chiefly of beans and rice, 
served by a barefooted, bare- 
chested waiter who seasoned 
the food with perspiration 
which dripped constantly from 
his chin. 


Dinners were somewhat more 
elaborate than lunch. Chunks 
of sowbelly were added to the 
beans, and mildewed raisins 
turned up in the rice. The 
crew was a motley lot, and I 
slept with my machete—which 
I learned to use in the Amazon 
jungle—under my pillow. Ac- 
tually, the four-day crossing 
was fairly uneventful. 


One morning, shortly before 
dawn on the fifth day out, we 
put into Wreck bay, the main 
harbor on the island of San 
Cristobal. As the sun rose, a 
village of 20 to 30 crude shacks 
took shape, dominated by one 
imposing structure, a church 
with a tin roof. 


It was not an inspiring view. 
This was Paradise? 


The Galapagos is a net- 
work of 27 volcanic islands, 
four of them inhabited. The 
largest is Isabela, 75 miles 
long, up te 40 miles wide, 
with mountains rising just 
short of a mile high, and 
1000 residents, half the 
islands’ population. 


The Inca emperor Tupac- 
Ypanqui discovered the islands 
in the mid-fifteenth century. 
Two hundred years later the 
Spanish tried to colonize them. 
The experiment failed, and the 
cows, pigs, goats, horses and 
dogs they brought have long 
since turned wild, although 
some of the cattle have been 
captured and again domesti- 
cated. 

Darwin first visited the is- 
lands in 183], not to evolve a 
theory of evolution but to study 
the giant galapagos, or turtles, 
some weighing as much as 750 
pounds. 

Equally fascinating, he found 
the iguanas, which look like 
miniature dragons and some- 
times run to six feet in length. 

Herman Melville came to the 
Galapagos in 1841 as a 21-year- 
old seaman, There were many 
active volcanos then — there 
still are two—and they spread 
a gray pall over the area. The 
land of smoke, fire agd brim- 


stone, and his fertile imagina- 
tion led him later to write the 
classic “Moby Dick.”

where the baroness held court. 
I found it could not be com- 
pared to the others, Its beauty 
is indescribable —an island of 
coral rock and volcanic cin- 
ders, with cacti growing tree- 
high and the gnarled white 
limbs of trees festooned with 
hanging clusters of dry moss. 
Colors are pastel, pink-coral 
flecked with yellow-green 
lichen. 


® In 1929, only two people oc- 


cupied this island. They were 
Dr. Friedrich Ritter and at- 
tractive Dore Strauch, both 
German, who had come in 
search of a new way of life. 
Happily, they lived among 
their fruit trees— papayas, 
bananas, date palm and man- 
goes. 


In 1932, another German 
family, the Wittmers, joined 
them. They built a small wood- 
en shack not far from Dr. Rit- 
ter’'s and also embraced the 
primitive life. It was all very 
cozy and pleasant. Then came 
trouble. 


A ship stopped in Post Of- 
fice Bay just off Floreana and 
a party of four disembarked. 
They were the baroness, two 
handsome Germans, Rudolf 
Lorenz and Robert Phillipson, 
and an Ecuadorian named Val- 
divieso. 

Soon they ‘built a small 
house on a rising knoll and 
moved in as one happy family. 
The baroness, whose  back- 
ground was and is obscure, ap- 
parently was a woman of 
wealth. She had brought along 
cases of champagne and exotic 
foods. 

She and her three friends 
quickly changed the island 
from a spot of tropic quiet. 
They took to parading in the 
nude during the day and 
spending the nights drinking 
and singing German songs to 
the accompaniment of phono- 
graph records which the bar- 
oness had brought.

Valdivieso couldn’t take it 
for long. In a few months, weak 
and ill, he returned to Guaya- 
quil. Then Dr. Ritter died, and 
within a few days his com- 
panion, Dore Strauch, was on 
her way back to Germany. 

But for the baroness, life 
became more and re fran- 
tic. Once a fun-loving, pretty 
girl she turned into a sadistic 
woman, She horsewhipped her 
cattle and her lovers alike. 
Bleached skulls of cattle still 
lie on the ground where her 
love nest once stood. 

Of the two remaining para- 
mours, she now chose the 


strong well-muscled blond 
Viking,. Phillipson. The dis- 
gruntled Lorenz went to live 
with the Wittmers. But every 
so often the baroness would 
invite him back, and he would 
go, eagerly.

“Hacienda Paradiso.” Lorenz 
was out hunting, and when he 
returned he wanted to follow 
the others to Paradise Bay. But 
Frau Wittmer discouraged him. 


That was the last anyone 
ever heard of the baroness or 
Phillipson. A few weeks later, 
two bodies were found on the 
island of Marchena, But they 
were identified as Lorenz and 
a Norwegian fisherman, al- 
though no one could determine 
how they died. 


The disappearance of Eloisa 
and Phillipson has spawned all 
sorts of tales. 


- On one of my trips about 
the islands, I found a man 
who claimed te be a witness 
to her disappearance. He 
was an old fisherman who 
had lived in the Galapagos 
most of his life.

Wildlife Frequent Visitors to City 


Animals, Once Thought Contented With Rural Living, Can't Seem to Resist the Bright Lights

DO POSSUMS really want 
to move to the city to avoid the 
tensions of suburban life? 
Have the foxes decided exurbia 
is for the birds? Has the great 
horned owl declared war on 
the human race? 

These and many otlrer ques- 
tions come to mind when, in 
reading the newspapers, you 
consider vhat appears to be 
a quiet but steady and deter- 
mined infiltration into the city 
of things that don’t belong in 
the city. Not to mention the er- 
ratic behavior of certain birds 
and animals which are indigen- 
ous to both city and country. 


The owls, for instance. 
They're beginning to act as 
though they can’t stand the 
sight of people. And people, on 
the other hand, are reacting in 
kind. An obvious symptom of 
tension and anxiety on both 
sides. 


It has been suggested—and 
as quickly discarded by au- 
thorities on the subject—that 
a sort of cross-migration is tak- 
ing place. Man, in his constant 
striving for space and picture 
windows, is moving farther and 
farther out of the city and into 
the haunt of coot and hern. 


Coot and hern, at the same 
time, seem to be making a de- 
termined effort to move to 
town, accompanied by foxes, 
raccoons, deer, possums and 
even large swarms of bees. 


Instead of solving any- 
thing, however, the move- 
ment is only increasing the 
tension and leading to a lot 
of confusion. This is due 
largely to the fact that nei- 
ther group seems to know 
much about the other. 


For instance, not long ago 
James Ray of the Animal Pro- 
tective Association got a call 
from a woman who was ex- 
tremely tense. She said there 
was a strange animal in her 
yard. Ray leaped into his truck 
and went to the scene. 

When he got there the wom- 
an was even more tense and 
confused. All she did, she told 
Ray, was try to shoo the animal 
out of the yard. But the min- 


ute she yelled “Shoo” it 
dropped over dead. 
Well, I don’t have to tell 


you old nature lovers that the 
animal was only a possum, and 
that he was, as possums ‘are 
wont to do, playing dead. But 
the incident brings a strange 
fact into focus, and that is 
that the possum seems to be 
a sort of vanguard of the 
movement. According to Ray, 
the possums have already 
moved in and established resi- 
dence all over the county and 
to some extent in the city. 


“The possum calls,” he said, 
“are uncountable. And we 
know, of course, that there are 
a lot more possums around 
than people see and report.” 

But what surprises Ray is 
the number of city people who 
don’t know a possum from a 
coon dog. But then this, too, 
probably works both ways. Pos- 
sums probably know just as 
little about people, and it 
would be interesting to find 
out, for instance, how many 
possums know an_ Irishman 
from, say, a city editor. There 
are all kinds of people too. 


Ray, for one, won’t hold with 
the cross-migration theory. The 
possums are around all the 
time, he says, especially in 
the county. But they’re curi- 
ous critters and always hungry, 
and when they go nosing 
around someone’s backyard 
they cause a big to-do. 


I have just spent an en- 
grossing several hours check- 
ing back over the instances of 
wildlife invasion of city and 
county. It’s enough to give 
the impression that something 
is up in wildlife circles. 


Next to the possums, the 
raccoons seem to be most per- 


sistent visitors, followed rather | 


closely by foxes and skunks. 
Now and then a deer makes a 
foray into town and even 
badgers and beavers have made 
an appearance.

a half dozen distances of owls 
acting like avian delinquents. 
There was the owl, for in- 
stance, which broke into a 
home in Fair Oaks, Ladue, and 
made a shambles of the place. 
Knocked over vases and lamps 
and broke a lot of glassware. 


But even worse is their pro- 
pensity for lying in ambush 
and dive-bombing unsuspecting 
citizens. There was Mrs. Wil- 
liam Dubro of Ferguson, who 
was only watering her lawn, 
and why this should irritate an 
owl is a mystery. But it did. 
The owl swooped down and 
bit her on the head. When she 
ran for the porch the bird fol- 
lowed her and attacked her 
again. Sheer malignancy. 

Two owls in Sacred Heart 
cemetery a few years ago re- 
peatedly dive-bombed visitors, 
and when two Humane Society 
officers went after them, one 
of the owls darn near whipped 
one of them. Then there was a 
running battle that went on for 
days between some owls and 
the Troy Coleman family in 
Florissant. The birds would 
screech and dive and chase 
members of the family to cover. 
Florissant police finally won 
the war for the people with 
shotguns. 


And just recently a couple of 
belligerent owls in the 4600 
block of Tennessee avenue de- 
clared war on all passersby. 
They had to be shot down after 
they had clawed and bitten sev- 
eral people severely. 


Some persons are inclined to 
take the side of the owl in these 
cases and insist that if people 
would leave them alone, they 
would leave people alone. Hu- 
mane Officer Ray says they 
only attack people when they 
have young in their nest, but 
this seems like a pretty thin 
excuse. Suppose the mothers 
of all young children went out 
and swatted an owl. How 
would the owls feel about that? 


Both Ray and Fritz Gro- 
lock, director of the Humane 
Society of Missouri, say that 
next to possums, racoons 
seem most eager to live in 
the city. There are a lot 
more of them in town than 
people realize, Grolock said, 
because the racoon is a noc- 
turnal beast and does most 
of his wandering at night. 
Also, he’s pretty good at 
avoiding people and keeping 
out of sight. Much smarter 
about it than the possum. 


At the same time, though, 
city life seems to make the 
raccoon nervous and moody. 
When humane society officers 
are called, the animals seem to 
resent it. As a result they’re 
hard to corral. You can’t 
lassO a raccoon aS you Can a 
possum, Ray explained. Put 
a lasso around a raccoon’s 
neck, and he calmly takes his 
forepaws and removes it. Then 


‘he gives a look of mingled in- 


jury and outrage. Even after 
you snare a raccoon he'll put 
up a terrific fight, and officers 
sometimes come out of it a 
little the worse for wear. 

But they would rather be 
ealled for a raccoon than a 
skunk any day. Skunks are so 
unpredictable. A couple of 


years ago Albert Brueggemann 
encountered one in his garage 
at 2111 Branch street. He 
decided discretion was the bet- 
ter part of valor and beat a 
hasty retreat to the telephone. 


Humane Officer Frank 
Schlueter closed in on the ani- 
mal. Nothing happened and he 
decided maybe it was a stray 
pet whose ammunition had 
had been removed. 


As Schlueter closed in, the 
skunk promptly disabused him 
of the idea. He caught the 
skunk, but he took the rest of 
the day off. 


Some months ago a skunk 
was discovered prowling around 
the St. Louis County Library. 
He went along quietly and in- 
offensively. Obviously a re- 
fined sort of skunk with a 
literary bent. 

Maybe it had something in 
common with the fox at the St. 
Louis University Book store at 
210 North Grand. The animal 
was first discovered by a clerk 
outside the bookstore door. 
When the clerk went to call the 
Humane Society, the fox, as sly 
as the next one, took off and 
hid in the basement. After 
leading the officer a merry 
chase around the furnace for a 
dozen laps, it gave up. 

Foxes, officers report, pop 
in and out of town like com- 
muters. Officer Ray is inclined 
to think that foxes, along with 
possums and racoons, are get- 
ting rather blase as far as 
people are concerned, and that 
they’d be all over the place if 
it weren’t for such things as 
traffic hazards. No intelligent 
fox would be caught hanging 
around Kingshighway and Lin- 
dell during the rush hour. 


You think perhaps he’s right 
when you look back over the 
record and find that foxes 
have turned up in St. Louis in 
churches, filling stations, 
stores and people’s houses. One 
even turned up at the Sacred 
Heart Academy. The officers 
answer about two dozen fox 
calls a year, But that’s only 
the foxes people see. 


People know as little about 
snakes as they do about ani- 
mals, Officer Ray thinks, and 
to the average person every 
snake is a poisonous snake. 
As a matter of fact they rarely 
encounter a dangerous snake. 
But then, the sight of any snake 
can be mighty upsetting. 


Especially under certain cir- 
cumstances. Mrs. Richard 
Godier of 3908 Schiller place 
was washing the dishes one day 
and she thought the drain was 
clogged with food. She took 
out the gadget in the drain 
and looked in. 


Well, looking right back at 
her was a snake. Of course 
the snake was just as surprised 
as she was, 


Both reacted normally. Mrs. 
Godier screamed and the snake 
ducked. Her husband came 
running. and captured the 10- 
inch garter snake. In such 
cases, officers report, the 
snakes get in through broken 
water lines and then can't get 
out. 


Snakes often go into houses, 
probably because to a snake a 
house looks like a good place 
to be.

A few years ago a little girl 
named Susan Finke, of 8562 
North Lowell, got out of bed 
and told her grandmother 
there was someone in the bed- 
room. Her grandmother put 
her back to bed. Pretty soon 
she appeared again, insisting 
there was something in the 
room. This time her grand- 
mother turned on the light and 
discovered a large king snake 
curled in the corner, obviously 
just trying to get a nights’ 
sleep. 

Black snakes, king snakes 
and garter snakes are often 
found curled up in dark cor- 
ners, in basements, and in at- 
tics. A few years ago an entire 
family living on North Tenth 
street went to pieces because a 
snake was curled up in a wall 
crack above a kitchen window. 
When the police arrived, one 
of them, who knew something 
about snakes, pulled it out by 
the tail. It was just a black 
snake, and it was practically in 
a state of shock from all the 
commotion.

You would think, in view 
of all that’s been written 
about the alleged sapience of 
the bee, they would have 
more sense than to try to set 
up housekeeping on, for in- 
stance, the bumper of an 
automobile. Yet it goes on all 
the time. No place is too 
outlandish for a swarm of 
bees. 


The William Haag family, of 
451 Dover place, carried on a 
three-year running battle with 
bees.

smoke 'em out and then if you 
can get the queen bee and put 
her in the hive, the rest will 
follow.” Summing it up gener- 
ally, John said, “It’s sort of 
like going fishing. Either you 
get ‘em, or you don’t.” 


Now and then wolves stray 
into town, perhaps to study the 
state of the recession. Just the 
other day Lester Litzinger, an 
excavating contractor, shot a 
40-pound wolf in a field in St.

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House Plants Are Used 
To Accent Color Schemes

CHICAGO, June 7 (UPI). 


TOP DECORATORS are accenting color schemes by bring- 
ing rooms to life with house plants. 

Because of their many sizes and shapes, plants can be 
used almost anywhere to provide interest and variety with their 
ever-changing growth and development. 


And, according to one of the 
nation’s top plant stylists, it 
is easy to take care of decora- 
tive plants—with or without 
the proverbial “green thumb.” 


In general, says Alyn Wayne, 
plants should be kept in or 
near a south window where 
they get full light, but not di- 
rect sunlight. 

If that is not possible, Wayne 
said, artificial light can be used 
but plants should be moved 
toward the sun for some part 
of each day anyway to keep 
growing. 

Equally important is water- 
ing the plant. But how often 
and how much depends on the 
kind and size both of the plant 
and its container—and the hu- 
midity in a room. 


Wayne recommends that you 
check the soil of the plant 
daily and water when the top 
inch seems dry. 

Philodendron plants, which 
are native to warm climate 
countries such as Brazil, Puerto 
Rico and Mexico, should be 
placed near a window where 
the light is bright but not in 
direct sunlight. Dieffenbachia, 
on the other hand, do best in 
subdued to fairly bright light. 

Both of these tropical plants 
need moderately moist soil and 
humidity and a room temper- 
ature of 65 to 75 degrees. 


Rubber plants—in varieties 
from southeast Asia, Africa 
and Australia~—do well in the 
dry air found in most homes 
and in a room temperature of 
70 to 80 degrees. 

According to the plant sty- 
list, the  easiest-to-care-for 
house plant is the sansevieria, 
commonly called either the 
snake plant or mother-in-law 
tongue. Among the sturdiest 
of foliage plants, it will do 
well near a window or away 
from it; in a wide range of 
soil mixtures and with little 
care or attention. 

But, said Wayne, sansevieria — 
should be kept somewhat on 
the dry side but don’t let the 
soil dry out completely. He 
said: 

“Shift the plant to a larger 
pot when the roots seem 
crowded. It divides easily into 
two or three smaller plants.” 


Generally, Wayne recom- 
mends using plant food to 
nourish house plants. 

“Those that grow rapidly 


should be fed once a month: 
slower growing plants need 
fertilizer every other month,” 
he said. 

He also urged women to give 
house plants a bath now and 
then. 

“Put them under the show- 
er to wet the leaves well and 
to clean off the dirt and dust 
at the same time.”

The recently completed 
building at the southwest cor- 
ner of Lindbergh boulevard 
and Brown road stocks more 
than 10,000 different auto and 
truck parts and accessories for 
distribution. in nine states 
through smaller warehouses 
and retail dealerships. The 
new supply depot replaces fa- 
cilities formerly housed in 
Chevrolet’s automobile and 


truck assembly plant at Union 
7 


and Natural Bridge. 

More than 100 civic and 
business leaders of Hazelwood 
and other St. Louis county 
communities are expected to 
be. present when Lt. Gov. Ed- 
ward V. Long snips a gold rib- 
bon at the new building. The 
gold ribbon Will symbolize the 
fiftieth anniversary of General 
Motors Corp. 

Following the ceremony, 
guests will tour the new ware- 
house and attend a_ luncheon 
in the suppiy depot’s cafeteria. 

The Lieutenant Governor 


- and Edward H. Kelley of De- 


troit, general manufacturing 
manager in charge of Chevro- 
let’s 32 plants across the coun- 
try, will address the group fol- 
lowing the luncheon. H. M. 
Lothringer, manager of Chev- 
rolet’s St. Louis assembly plant, 
will preside. 

' Ground was broken for the 
new warehouse May 24, 1956, 


on a 26-acre site purchased | 


from the Wabash Railroad. 
The functionally designed, 
single-story warehouse is of 
steel] frame construction with 
brick and aluminum siding. It 
includes 330,000 square feet of 
warehousing space and 27,000 
square feet of office space. 
George D. Schultz, superin- 
tendent of material parts dis- 
tribution, heads the warehous- 
ing activity. The Chevrolet-St. 
Louis zone sales office, headed 
by zone manager S. Em- 
mert, also is housed in the new 


structure. The warehousing 
operation requires approxi- 
mately 350 persons. The zone 


sales office employs approxi- 
mately 90. 

The warehouse serves more 
than 2000 Chevrolet dealer- 
ships, 270 Oldsmobile and Pon-

Bridges Gap 


In Business 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Home 
buyers whose applications for 
government mortgage insur- 
ance were about to be approved 


when the program was tempo- 
rarily suspended are now get- 
ting prompt attention. 

An official of the Federal 
Housing Administration (FHA) 
said yesterday that field offiees 
continued to process insurance 
applications during the one- 
week suspension of the pro- 
gram. 

The mortgage-insuring pro- 
gram began running again on 
Wednesday. It was shut off on 
May 28 when FHA Commis- 
sioner Norman P. Mason or- 
dered his 75 field offices to 
stop issuing new insurance com- 
mitments because the agency 
had used up its legal authority. 

The stoppage hastened con- 
gressional approval of four bil- 
lion dollars more in insuring 
authority for FHA. The agency 
now has outstanding commit- 
ments of nearly 26 billion dol- 
lars. 

With the new authority on 
its books, the agency’s field 
offices are issuing commit- 
ments “in wholesale lots,” the 
official said. 

Because the field offices 
continued to process insurance 
applications, he said, “we had 
only to go through the formaili- 
ty of making the commitment 
official once we received the 
new authority. And, of course, 
our offices continued to accept 
new applications.” 

Early estimates of the vol- 
ume of applications for May, 
he said, indicate ‘“‘a perform- 
ance at least as strong’ as in 
April, when the program 
boomed. 

It was that boom—which be- 
gan even earlier in the year— 
that dried up FHA’s insuring 
authority ahead of schedule. In 
January the administration 
asked Congress for an authori- 
zation of three billion dollars. 
it was expected this request 
would be considered with other 
housing legislation sometime in 
June or July. 

As the year advanced the 
flow of applications for FHA 
insurance swelled and on May 
12 Housing Administrator’ Al- 
bert M. Cole told Congress FHA 
could continue writing commit- 
ments for only a month unless 
the lawmaketrs acted. He asked 
for four billion dollars, instead 
of the original three billion. 

Cole, too, apparently under- 
estimated, for on May 28 Ma- 
son announced no more com- 
mitments would be issued with- 
out new insuring authority. 
That surprise announcement 
generated action on Capitol: 
Hill. But the House Banking 
and Currency Committee had 
to be persuaded to go along 
with the Senate ip voting the 
entire four billion dollars. The 
House group would have pre- 
ferred to give FHA one billion 
dollars, then consider more 
later with the regular housing 
legislation. 

The measure cleared the 
House Monday and was 
signed by President Eisenhow- 
er Wednesday. 

The authority from Congress 
does not permit FHA to spend 
money—that is not its function 
—but to insure home mort- 
gages and loans for property 
improvements. On one and two- 
family houses, FHA insures 
qualifying mortgages of up to 
$20,000 for 30 years. 

This type of insurance has 
been FHA’s “biggest seller’ in 
its 24-year history. In all the

Newly Built 
Church to 
Be Dedicated 


A new church building that 
has been erected to replace a 
smaller 85-year-old structure 
at Hamel, Ill, is to be dedi- 
cated at 3 p.m. today, with the 
Rev. Paul Surbey, vice-presi- 
dent of the Southern Illinois 
Synod of the Evangelical and 
Reformed Church, speaking. 

The church was designed by 
St. Louis architect Erwin Carl 
Schmidt, with Leslie A. Black, 
associate; with R. L. Eason & 
Associates of St. Louis as struc- 
tural engineers, William K. Y. 
Tao (Smith & Tao), St. Louis, 
as electrical engineer; Melvin 
Suhre of Edwardsville, Il, as 
general contractor; Charles J. 
Dressel Jr. of Highland, IIil., 
as electrical contractor; the 
Thermal Engineering Co., St. 
Louis, as heating fabricator. 

The church has 5640 square 
feet of floor area and an eight- 
classroom educational building 
3170 square feet of space. They 
connect with an existing 40 by 
80-foot parish hall. 

Construction and furnishings 
have cost $155,000, with con- 
gregation members doing evac- 
uating, certain plumbing and 
heating installations and paint- 
ing at an estimated savings of 
$25,000. 

The structure is of SCR 
brick, with truss type timber 
beam roof framing, covered 
with two-inch wood deck and 
400-pound asphalt shingles. In- 
terior wall surfaces are plas 
tered, except that in class 
rooms. some wall areas are in 
modular panels of chalkboard, 
corkboard and painted hard- 
board. 

Aisles of the nave are car- 
peted. The floors serve as rad- 
iant heating slabs, with zoned 
control. Variable lighting in 
nave and chancel may be con- 
trolled from the pulpit. 

The tower has a stairs lead- 
ing to a balcony “cry room” 
for mothers with infants. Elec- 
tronic automatic bell ringing is 
cotrolled from the vestibule. 

Windows in the church, done 
by Emil Fry, Inc., of St, Louis 
with Rodney Winfield as de- 
signer, depict 10 incidents of 
scripture. 

The church organ, a new six- 
rank Kilgen with chimes, is 
to be dedicated at 7:30 p.m, 
with Dr. Charles Heaton, or- 
ganist of the KSD-TV and ra- 
dio Protestant Hour and of the 
Second Presbyterian Church of 
St. Louis, officiating.

Again, the format will enable the persons at the listening- 
viewing posts to see and hear an expert discuss a problem on TV, 
then have an exchange of ideas within the group, and finally phone 
in questions to the expert. It is this last part that gives the programs 
their special flavor. 

“It's like giving people an opportunity to talk back,” says Dr. 
Eugene I. Johnson, head of Washington University’s Civic Education 
Center, who devised the program pattern. But the underlying aim is 
far more than back - talk. 

“One of the most difficult things in modern metropolitan life,” he 
says, “is to establish a community feeling—between the banker, the 
worker, the newly arrived family from the South. And unless this 
feeling is developed, you are unable to get widespread participation 
in dealing with community problems.” 

The programs, Dr. Johnson says, are an attempt to “cut the whole 
complex metropolitan mass down to human scale. Within the view- 
ing post, a person participates in a situation where he is accepted as 
an individual and his views get respectful attention. The question 

on the program brings to the posts a realization that the prob- 
ems being discussed are the common concerns of a great diversity 
of people—concerns which bind them together.” 

He recalls the evening he arrived early at a West End viewing 
post to sit in during a am. The hostess greeted him, then ex- 
cused herself saying, ” mg but I still have a few things to do. 
The maid left early because she’s having her viewing post at her 
home tonight.”

Two Service Men From Korea and World War Il Are Entombed at Arlington 
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At the cemetery, mourners—including Supreme 
Court justices, Cabinet members, Congress- 
men, military leaders, diplomats and war vet- 
erans—crowd the huge amphitheater for the 
services. When a trumpet sounded attention, 
persons stood in silence for two minutes. 


WO UNKNOWN DEAD of the Korean War and World 
War II have joined the Unknown Soldier of World 
War I in his great marble tomb at Arlington National 

Cemetery, Virginia. They symbolize the 327,000 Ameri- 
cans who died on the battlefields of those wars. 

Before the caskets were lowered into crypts in front 
of the tomb of the Unknown Soldier, the two unknown 
service men had lain in state for two days in the itol 
rotunda at Washington—an honor usually reserved for 
Presidents. For the funeral procession from the Capitol 
to Arlington, 115,000 persons lined the route to pay their 
final respects. At the amphitheater in Arlington Ceme- 
tery, across the Potomac from Washington, 4000 specta- 
tors looked on as President Eisenhower, joined by Vice 
President Nixon, laid the Medal of Honor, the nation’s 
highest award, on each casket. Chaplains of Protestant, 
Catholic and Jewish faiths conducted committal services. 

Choice of the unknown service man of World War II 
was made at sea between two caskets, one from Europe, 
the other from the Pacific theater. The Korean unknown 
was brought from a cemetery there. | 

One inscription serves the three unknown dead in 
Arlington: “Here lies in honored glory an American 
soldier known but to God.”

BRIDGE BUILT WITH VOIDS 


Fiber Tubes Are Buried in Expressway Viaduct Deck in New Type Construction 


From a bucket suspended by crane, work- 
men release concrete on segment of viaduct 
where the tubes have been covered with 
network of steel reinforcements. Freshly 
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At this stage in construction 
of the deck of the Claytonia 
terrace overpass, fiberboard 
tubes have been placed in 
rows parallel to roadbed.

NEW TYPE of concrete bridge con- 
struction employing lightweight fi- 
berboard tubes is being used in two 

Richmond Heights viaducts _ rapidly 
ogressing Daniel Boone ressway. 
The tubes, in addition to saving time, la- 
bor and materials, make it possible to 
lighten the weight of the spans without 
lessening their maximum strength. 

The hollow tubes were used in build- 
ing both decks and piers of overpasses 
at Claytonia terrace and Laclede Station 
road. Sealed inside the concrete and 
steel of the deck, the tubes — voids 
which lighten the bridge. For the piers, 
the tubes were used as concrete forms; 
they were slipped over upright steel re- 
inforcing bars and filled with concrete, 
thus replacing costlier wooden forms. 
Once the piers had hardened the tubes 
had only to be torn off and discarded. 
Photos on this page were made over a 
period of weeks during construction of 
the Claytonia viaduct. 

Construction of this type has been 
used in one other concrete viaduct in 
St. Louis County—the structure in Over- 
land that carries Page boulevard over 
Terminal Railroad tracks near the Page- 
Walton road intersection. 

The Daniel Boone Expr , link- 
ing the deadend of Route 40 at Brentwood 
boulevard with the old Express Highway 
in Forest Park, will require five over- 
passes and seven underpasses. Only at 
Claytonia and Laclede Station is the tube- 
type construction being employed. Com- 
agg of this section of the expressway 

scheduled for late next year. The 
stretch between Brentwood and the Han- 
ley road interchange is expected to be 
opened this summer.

REASURE CAVE OF SPERLONGA 


Long-Flooded Grotto on Italy's West Coast Yields Priceless Archeological Objects 


Broken marble medallion, encased 
in frame to hold it together and pro- 
tect it from further damage, was 
found outside cave near site of villa 
built by Tiberius. It is believed that 
after the fall of the Roman Empire, 
the villa was looted and eventually 
pounded to bits by the sea. Cave 
entrance was within view of villa.

N ITALIAN FISHERMAN’S CURIOSITY 
about a flooded coastal cave has led 
to a 2000- year-old treasure-trove of 

art. The priceless objects belonged to Ro- 
man Emperor Tiberius, who about the time 
of Christ maintained an art gallery of fine 
Greek sculpture there. Tiberius apparently 
also used the cave’and its side passages as 
banquet rooms. 

Archeologists led by Giulio Jacopi, su- 
perintendent of antiquities at Rome, are 
painstakingly searching the long- flooded 
grotto, which is located at the base of a 
huge rock rising from the Gulf of Gaeta, 
near the village of Sperlonga. It is on the 
coast midway between Rome and Naples. 
So far they have inventoried 6000 marble 
fragments of varying size; an equal num- 
ber are waiting to be identified. Included 
are 22 heads and parts of vases dating to 
the sixth century B.C. 

Especially noteworthy is the find of 
what Jacobi believes are large portions of 
the original Laocoon statuary. About 400 


marble pieces have been identified as part 
of the famous Laocoon group, which depicts 
the Trojan priest and his two sons being 
crushed by serpents. 

Other exceptional discoveries include 
the statuary of Zeus carrying off Ganymede 
to Olympus to serve as cup bearer of the 
gods, and the sea monster Scylla snatching 
mariners from the ship Argo. Ganymede, 
the son of the King of Dardania, was.re- 
garded as the most beautiful " mortals. 
The Argo was the vessel used by Jason and 
companion adventurers in search of the 
Golden Fleece. A reproduction of the ship 
is carved out of rock at the entrance to the 
cave. Another valuable find depicts Mene- 
laus, heroic King of Sparta, carrying off 
the body of his dead friend, Patroclus, the 
Macedonian general. 

Virtually all the art objects in the cave 
are broken, presumably battered by the 
Tyrrhenian Sea through the centuries. Even- 
tually archeologists hope to match the 
pieces, much like a jigsaw puzzle.

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Atomic Ship 
Program Now 


In High Gear 


HE UNITED STATES’ nuclear - ed ship program 
is in high gear. Within a 24-hour span, the Navy 
launched its sixth atomic submarine, the Skipjack, 

and laid keels for two others—one a “killer” and the 
other a ballistic missile underwater ship. A few days 
earlier, the keel of the country’s first nuclear - powered 
commercial vessel was laid. Navy spokesmen called 
the upsurge in atomic submarine construction an answer 
to Russia’s “ underseas fleet. 

The revolutionary Skipjack— world’s fastest and 
deadliest submarine — is like a shark, can speed 
50 miles an hour under water. Pilot and co-pilot, sitting 
in bucket seats and wearin ety belts, operate the 
vessel with joystick controls Tike those formerly used in 
airplanes. The Skipjack is first in a high-s class 
of seven similar submarines, each costing 000,000.

19,000 women of distinction 


Here’s a preview of the first ‘Who’s Who of American Women’ 


by ELEANOR DARNTON 


NEW YORK. 

It’s official. You may have suspected that 
women were emancipated, but now there’s 
proof. It takes the form of a massive, $23 
volume titled Who's Who of American 
Women, to be brought out here for the 
first time this fall by A. N. Marquis, long- 
time publisher of the standard Who's 
Who in America. 7 

Though the book itself isn’t available 
yet, PARADE has had a look at its overall 
contents and can “preview” them for you 
today. The first fact that strikes the eye 
is that the new volume lists some 19,000 
names and biographies — a really aston- 
ishing measure of the strides women have 
taken in American life as a whole. 

Actually, women were liberally repre- 
sented in the first (1898) edition of 
Who's Who in America. Of 8,602 nota- 
bles in that work, a few more than 700, 
or about 8% per cent, were female. But 
as the total number of names grew with 
the years, the proportion of women drop- 
ped. Lately, women have made up only 
2,000 of the more than 50,000 names in 
the book, or less than 4 per cent. 


The Female Breakthrough 


This means that only the more glitter- 
ing names — movie stars, college presi- 
dents, lady novelists and such — have 
been included. The new book will retain 
those names and add many thousands of 
others, truly the most important women 
in America today. 

Few of the chipper young ladies now 
holding down career jobs in offices, stu- 
dios, factories and laboratories may realize 
the limited fields of gainful occupation 
open to respectable urban women only 50

Considerable prodding 
was done by the Women’s Archives of Rad- 
cliffe College, in the person of Mrs. Elizabeth 
Borden, who eventually contributed to the 
new project with an initial list of 1,000 
names and a list of organizations that Gould 
supply more and act as responsible sponsors 
and arbiters. 


Pienty of Variety 


The book is planned as a ready reference 
work, not a gold mine of human-interest tid- 
bits. As of now, data are lacking on how many 
women own businesses, are married or wid- 
owed, have children, went to college. But 
certain conclusions are ready to be drawn. 

The four fields in which most women have 
been able to find achievement will hardly 
come as a surprise: education, business, com- 
munications, the arts. The surprise, accord- 
ing to Marquis publisher Wheeler Sammons, 
Jr., “is the number of women who hold im- 
portant positions in business or other fields 
long considered men’s province.” 

. There are test pilots in the book, and radar 
technicians, textile consultants, home econ- 
omists, missionaries, actresses, biochemists, 
social workers, illustrators, weavers, psychol- 
ogists, stockbrokers, a woman who designs

specializes in liquor laws, one who designs 
the interiors of submarines, a lecturer on dia- 
mond cutting. 

The women in the parent Who's Who 
were selected on the same basis as the men, 
explains Sammons. “They are people of out- 
standing achievement in a reputable field, or 
of high position, who are of reference inter- 
est on a national scale. We eased up on the 
last requirement for the Women’s Who's 
Who, applying instead the criteria of achieve- 
ment as a woman.” 

There are other interesting points. Ac- 
cording to the publishers, men are inclined 
to pad their biographies with lists of commit- 
tees and such, while women keep to stark 
facts. Women do not seem reticent about 
mentioning that they've been married more 
than once, but men often request that earlier 
marriages be ignored, though their children 
by those marriages are listed. 

Nor do women appear to lie about their 
age. Instead, those who prefer to keep the 
matter private just leave a blank beside the 
birth-date question. About 5,300 out of the 
19,000 did this. 

When answering the questionnaires sent 
them, a number of the women departed from 
convention by sending along chatty notes. 
For instance, Minerva K. Teichert, cattle 
rancher, wrote: “I only wrote and illustrated 
the books [Drowned Memories and Romance 
of Old Fort Hall) to get attention from Con- 
gress about our land situation. The Govern- 
ment usurped our bottom land for a large 
reservoir. I did all the pleading for the ranch- 
ers, for the Indians, too, and wrote the books. 
The price was doubled but still it was a steal. 
We came here to Wyoming and built up 
again in the cattle business.” 

It makes one wonder how many stories 
lie between the lines, eluding the researcher 
— indeed, how many may elude Who's Who 
altogether. ‘ ”

SACRAMENTO, CALIF.

Throughout 
June, Brett and his generation —- young men, young 
women and young families just starting out — will 
be reminded frequently that the shape of tomorrow 
is in their hands. 

Brett, crew-cut and good-natured, thinks a good 
deal about the future. A freshman (since January) at 
Sacramento Junior College, he is making decisions 
about study, career and relationships that can fashion 
his life. And, naturally, he is concerned about the 
kind of world this life will be lived in. 


All over the world, while the older generation , 


watches with hepe, others of Brett Stauffer’s genera- 
tion are facing up to similar decisions. How do these 
young people view the world? How do they visualize 
their future? Are they concerned with the world's 
great forces? Or, in Brett Stauffer’s words, do they 
“too often get bogged down in trivialities”?

will learn, from their own words, how they look at 
the future. 

They may seem far apart in geography, in beliefs, 
in attitudes, in heritage. But among them there is, in 
Brett Stauffer's view, a strong bond. “We're all young, 
we're all looking ahead,” Brett says. “If you sat us 
down together and took all restrictions off, I bet we'd 
be concerned about the same things. 

“Jobs, say. I might not want the kind of job a Rus- 
sian would want, but both of us would be thinking 
about what we'll do with our lives.” 

Right now, jobs are very important in Brett's think- 
ing. Not unlike many young Americans, he is uncer- 
tain which way to jump — in his case, whether to- 
ward architecture or toward business. As with others, 
the personal problems concern him most. 

He's a “Typical” Boy 

Of course, with 2,300,000 youngsters his age in 
the U.S., Brett cannot be called “typical.” But he is 
what Americans like to think of as the typical Ameri- 
can boy: clean-cut, friendly, athletic and energetic, 
intelligent but no genius, a boy whose thoughts are 
mainly about cars, dates, milk shakes and studies. The 
times when he thinks about events outside his range 
— in the nation and in the world — come infre- 
quently. Brett feels a little guilty that he does not think 
about them more. ‘ 

“A bunch of us will sit around and discuss events

of the day — earth satellites, say, or labor investiga 
tions,” he says. “But then the conversation will drift 
on to ‘customizing’ cars or to whether some girl is a 
good date.” 

The opinions Brett holds are not particularly pro- 
found, nor particularly fixed. He himself admits some 
are second-hand and subject to change as he grows 
older. But he makes valid observations like this: 

“Scientifically, we're the ones who will go to the 
moon. Atomic energy is going to be a big thing in our 
lives — in powering machinery, in medicine and so 
on. I think ours is going to be a generation with greater 
opportunities than ever — in all kinds of fields.” 

On Brett's cluttered schedule, it’s understandable 
that world problems may be crowded out of mind. He 
carries 16 weekly hours of classes — chemistry, Eng 
lish, accounting, business theory and history of art. 
He holds two jobs, lifeguard and shoe clerk. He is a 
regular churchgoer. He has frequent dates. 

His friends and family say that, anyway, his atti 
tude toward any event can be predicted. “Brett is an 
idealist,” his mother says. “He thinks everyone is hon 
est, mostly because he’s honest. He’s the type who 
would break a window in a baseball game, then go 
knock on the door and say, ‘I did it.’ ” 

His idealism shows through when, for instance, he 
talks about the cold war. “I'm suspicious of the Rus 
sians,” he declares, “They've shown that they can't be 
trusted.” And then he goes on to talk about how the

world. Here’s how he sees it 


U.S. must keep seeking some streak of Russian good 
will which could lead to world peace. 

“I don’t think Russia’s going to go to war with us,” 
he says. “We'd only annihilate each other. But still 
I’m not sure Communism and democracy can live in 
peace. Maybe the answer is a stronger UN — one 
with military power, that the big countries would have 
to listen to. I’m not afraid of a powerful UN, only of 
one country being powerful.” 

And at a time when many Americans are sharply 
criticizing their schools, Brett defends them. He says, 
“They certainly did all right by me. If I missed any- 
thing in school, it was my fault, not theirs.” Looking 
back on 12 years of school, he has only one complaint. 
Sometimes, he says, teachers were so busy emphasiz- 
ing the importance of tomorrow’s test they forgot to 
emphasize the importance of a subject for a student’s 
future. 

As an idealist, Brett sometimes worries about the 
others of his generation —- both here and abroad — 
who are not so well off as he is. Brett’s father is as- 
sistant deputy state controller, in the $10,000-a-year- 
plus bracket, and the family lives comfortably in a 
seven-room house with a home-built swimming pool 
in the back yard. Brett dresses well Che has a prefer- 

_ence for Ivy League clothes) and is seldom short of 
money. 

The way America uses its wealth troubles him at 
times. “We have to destroy the poverty and unrest in 
other countries,” he says. “They make people suscep- 
tible to propaganda and tyranny. When people better 
themselves, when they want to educate themselves, 
it’s better for the world as a whole. We’ve got to help 
them.” 


interference with a Purpose 


Sometimes, he thinks, it’s necessary for the U.S. to 
be almost meddlesome. “You cut these countries loose 
and just let them drift and there’s no telling what 
might happen to them. Sometimes a new tyranny takes 
over or they're swallowed up by the ‘Russians. For 
their own good and for ours, we might have to inter- 
fere at a time like that. Maybe it’s selfish but this is a 
world of self-preservation.” 

Back last fall, Russia’s first sputnik gave Brett quite 
a jolt and provided conversational fodder for days. 
Since then, with U.S. satellites in space, too, he has 
changed his tune somewhat. With his way of looking 
at things from both sides, he thinks perhaps Sputnik 
re ally was a victory for the U.S. | 

“We were just drifting along, thinking we had no 
competition,” he says. “And then Sputnik went up. 
Well, I can’t see it’s a great military achievement, al- 
though it’s certainly an achievement in science — pie , , ge 
man’s first step into space.

He worries about the nation’s shortcomings 
and hopes his generation will solve them 


Among other things it may sharpen Ameri- 
can foreign policy, whigh Brett calls “defi- 
nitely inferior.” Other countries, he says, 
know just what they want, where they'll com- 
promise and where they won't — “but our 
diplomats never seem to.” “ 

With his idealism, Brett worries some 
about American problems. And, being truly 
American, he speaks up about them: juvenile 
delinquency, the national economy, segrega- 
tion, labor-management troubles. “We're not 
perfect,” he says, “but at least in our kind of 
government we have the right to demand ac- 
tion and the power to change our leaders if 
they don’t deliver. I think this is the most 
important thing of all.” 

His generation, he hopes, will use this 
power of the ballot box to tackle the problems 
facing it. “I’m not sure world peace will come 
in my generation,” he says, “but we've got to 
try.” The greatest weapons in his generation’s 
hands he sees as truth, freedom and faith in 
God. 

“Those are the things that make this coun- 
try great,” he says. “I'd like to visit Russia, a 
lot of countries. I'm interested in people, I'd 
like to know them. But I wouldn't want to 
live anywhere else but here. 

“I guess when I think about it the most 
important thing to me is to grow up right,

get a job I like, raise a family of my own and 
be as good a parent to them as my own par- 
ents were to me. Maybe I've got things back- 
wards: maybe I ought to think less about 
that and more about how to make a better 
world for my kids.” 

Right now, however, Brett Stauffer can't 
spend too much time with such thoughts. 
There are immediate hurdles to clear, imme- 
diate problems to solve — an essay on “col- 
lege spirit” to be written for English class, 
some reading to be done in business theory, 
a date to plan for Saturday night. 


Still Self-centered 


Brett is conscious of H-bomb testing, of 
ICBMs and summit conferences, but these 
things haven't too much lasting impact on 
him — yet. Occasionally some development 
like the sputniks will shake him up for a 
while. Occasionally he'll sit down and fix his 
mind on the plight of the world. 

Mostly, his own life keeps him too busy 
being, as his mother says, “a friendly, easy- 
going boy that everyone likes” to dwell on 
where his generation is heading. The future 
and the world outside his circle will have to 
wait just a bit longer.

In 1955 the unheralded Jack Fleck tied 
Hogan, then defeated him in a playoff at 
San Francisco’s Olympic Club. Crest- 
fallen, Hogan announced his “retire- 
ment.” But he couldn’t quit — not even 
after last June at Toledo, where he suffered 
a muscle spasm just before tee-off time and 
had to withdraw. 

Doctors told him the spasm had been 
brought on by overexertion — three solid 
hours of practice every morning, an 18- 
hole round each afternoon over a two- 
month period — to get himself physically 
and-mentally ready for the Open. “My 
muscles don’t snap back as fast as they 
used to,” Hogan explains. “I was overdo- 
ing it at my age.” 


Relaxed Routine 


This time it’s been different. He holed 
up as usual at the exclusive Seminole Golf 
Club near Palm Beach. But he practiced 
less, played less, broke the routine with a 
Havana trip with his attractive wife, Val- 
erie, and various social activities. 

“I played with him at Seminole,” says 
Claude Harmon, an old friend. “I never 
saw Ben hit the ball better. Fact is, from 
tee to green Ben hit the ball better than 
any golfer at the Masters. His putting has 
got to improve. Sure, I think he still can 
win the Open — at Tulsa. 

“Remember, Southern Hills will be 
tightened up. Narrow - fairways, small 
openings to the greens and hazards penal- 
ize the boys who hit and hope. If there is 
a premium on accuracy Hogan will collect 
it. That’s why I like him to win.” 

Ed Furgol, the 1954 champion, says 
the putter holds the answer. 

“Funny thing, a lot of people have for- 
gotten what a great putter Hogan used to 
be. Man, he rolled them in from every- 
where. That requires steady nerves. We 
all know Hogan has the game to win again. 
If he can control those putting nerves — 
watch out!” Most of the pros agree. 

On the other hand, Jimmy Demaret 
minimizes-his fellow Texan’s chances. He 
points to the fact that Hogan plays in only 
three big tournaments —— the Masters, the 
Colonial * Invitation in Fort Worth and 


the Open.

Hogan ends his 1958 tournament play 
with the Open. Thereafter you'll find him 
back in Fort Worth, where his company 
turns out 800 golf clubs a day. 

The erstwhile nomad leads the quiet 
life of a hustling businessman. He splits 
his time between the office and the shop 
where clubs are designed. “I often spend 
as much as four hours a day out in the 
back end,” he says. “I get lots of orders 
from pros. I handle these myself.” 


The Long Way Up 


Golf, of course, dominates Hogans life. 
He lunches frequently with old friends at 
the various country clubs and, in season, 
plays when business permits. He and his 
wife also are active in the University 
Christian Church. And Hogan is an avid 
football fan, especially in games involving 
Texas Christian University. 

Suave and genteel, Hogan has come a 
long way. His father was a blacksmith and 
junk dealer. As a child he was well ac- 
quainted with poverty. In fact, he was 
poor until he was almost 30. Those were 
the days when the newspapermen found 
him surly. In retrospect, it seems likely 
that Hogan was too busy trying to make 
an elusive buck to swap bon mots with the 
scribes. 

Unlike Sam Snead, who almost won 
the first Open (1937) he played in, 
Hogan was a pro for 11 years before he 
made a splash. His first Open was dis- 
astrous. But since then he has played in 
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Masters champ Arfiaqid Palmer: “If he can 
regain his concentration, he can win anything.”’ 


12 more. He won four. He was the sort 
of contender that scares you to death in 
the other eight. 

Yet he was twice written off as 
“through.” He was frustrated — the win- 
ner of no major title — when the Navy 
tapped him in World War II. He was 34 
when the U.S. Open was revived in 1946 
and the general feeling was that the young 
fellows would take command of tourna- 
ment golf, -They didn't. 


Three Out of Four 


Hogan was counted out again when a 
bus-car collision almost killed him early 
in 1949. He gave the experts that tight- 
lipped grin and went to work. The result 
was three Open titles in four years. 

Obviously, the normal rules do not ap- 
ply to Hogan. They never did. Further- 
more, the Southern Hills course here pre- 
sents him with a special challenge which 
few people know about. Three years ago 
he was a member of an American team 
that played the British Ryder Cuppers at 
Southern Hills. The conviviality and lav- 
ish dinner later led to a lot of talk and 
some boasting about the course. 

“Why don’t you get the Open out here?” 
asked Hogan. 

Thus the germ was planted. Hogan 
calls Southern Hills a “magnificent test of 
golf.” He is patently delighted to have the 
Open on a course he knows intimately. 

“This is’ the Open Hogan wants,” 
Claude Harmon points out. “Ben wasn't 
all out for the Masters. This is the one. He 
hasn't been thinking about anything else.” 

At the Colonial last month, Hogan's 
final tourney before the Open, he was only 
3 strokes behind the winner. And how 
does he regard his chances now? 

“I need a hot putter,” he says simply. 
“Give me a hot putter and I can win.” @&

How to get a museum 


Portland, Ore., pitches in to build a science center 


PORTLAND, ORE. 
As of today, young rocketeers, astronomers 
and_ butterfly-chasers here have a place to 
park their satellites, telescopes and nets. The 
Oregon Museum of Science and Industry, 
with a full “boost science” program from 
clubrooms to counseling, has opened its doors. 

Behind that opening lies a 30-month push 
by a community which spied the nation’s 
science needs early and joined hands to do 
something about it. For example, above you 
see the museum walls going up — 100,000 
bricks laid in a day, all bricks donated and 
all work free. 

All told, the museum was estimated at 
$600,000, but cost only $375,000. The dif- 
ference came in community contributions — 
paneling, paint, heating equipment. And, of 
course, money. A large chunk came from 
school children, who “bought” stars for $1 
apiece. 

The museum was the brain child of Dr. 
Sam Diack, 54, a gray-haired, distinguished 
physician and chemical engineer. Dr. Diack 
picked a famous anniversary, December 7, 
1955, to warn Portland that the U.S. faced 
another Pearl Harbor—in science. Last fall, 
Sputnik I made Dr. Diack a prophet. But by 
then Portland already was science-conscious. 

This year, for instance, entries in school 
science fairs jumped from 30,000 to 42,000. 
And Portland boasts the only elementary- 
school team in Operation Moonwatch, the 
Smithsonian Institution’s national chain of 
satellite-spotters. 


Now the city-wide science mania will be 
under one roof. Besides meeting rooms 
(groups from telescope-makers to chemists 
have signed up), the center will have a 
“library” of high-priced equipment for young 
scientists to borrow. Industry has promised 
to supply outdated equipment for home ex- 
periments. 

In addition, the museum plans two ex- 
hibit wings (one for natural science, one for 
physical science and industry), summer 
“science camps,” counseling services, a file of 
part-time specialists. And there will be direct 
contact between Director Douglas Huegli and 
the youngsters themselves. 

“We need to fan every little spark,” Huegli 
says. “That's what the country needs, and 
Portland is going to help do it.”

Ann now is working on more 
sideless dresses — “They've become my 
stock in trade” — and other actresses are 
searching for similar gimmicks. - 

Sandra Giles, an attractive Hollywood 
blonde, has come up with a pink-mink 
Thunderbird. It looks horrible, but Sandra 
has covered the outside of her car with a 
pink-dyed synthetic fur. The gimmick has 
gotten her name into the papers. Eventu- 


ally, if she keeps in the public eye, it may 


land her a movie deal. The idea, of course, 
isn’t particularly new. Two years ago 
Debra Paget caused quite a stir here when 
she glued $1,500 worth of rhinestones to 
her maroon Cadillac. “It makes me more 
glamorous,” Debra said then. “And that’s 
what we need in this business, glamor 
and publicity.” 


Their Only Chance? 


Press agent Milton Weiss, who 
launched Anita Ekberg and Vikki Dougan 
on their careers, believes unknown act- 
resses are willing to do anything for pub- 
licity today because publicity is frequently 
their only entree to the movie business. 

“Years ago,” Weiss explains, “the studio 
had long lists of contract players. Young 
actors and actresses were signed for a few 
months and given a chance to show what 
they could do. Today there are virtually 
no contract lists. How’s a girl to get a 
break? The answer is a gimmick. Things 
have never been tougher for the young 
hopeful.” 


Others disagree. Says veteran publicist . 
- Ted Loeff: “Hollywood's always been 


tough for the unknown, and only the most 
resourceful survive.” Loeff recalls that 
when actor Victor Mature was a “young 
punk and a beef-cake boy,” freshly ar- 
rived from Louisville, he made the front 
pages by setting up a tent in the parking 
lot opposite Cecil B. DeMille’s office. Ma- 
ture insisted on an opportunity to play 
Samson in DeMille’s epic, Samson and 
Delilah. He got the part. - 


VIKKI DOUGAN turned up at a Hollywood premiere in an arresting gown (above) 
featuring a waist-low neckline and a tights effect. Eventually, she got movie jobs. 


“Eleanor Counts, a young actress from 
Van Buren, Arkansas,” Loeff adds, “once 
walked up and down in front of the Para- 
mount Studio gate dressed in shorts. She 


carried a sandwich sign which read, ‘My 


legs are nice, but I can act, too.’ One morn- 
ing Eleanor ran into comedian Bob Burns. 
‘I'm from your home town,’ she cried. 
‘Why don’t you get me a job?’ Burns got 
her a part as a cigaret girl.” 

Another actress who used ingenuity in 
getting work was Caren March, now mar- 
ried to Bill Doll, press agent for the Mike 
Todd organization. Caren learned how to 
fly, then dropped pamphlets on the studios 
which said, “My object is to get a contract 
at your studio.” She was hired. 

Does Hollywood resent these pushing 
tactics, or does it admire them? 

Lank Rivers, who's tried every gimmick 


_ in the book — “I'm a graduate of the Uni- 


versity of Southern California in adver- 
tising, and I knew all the tricks” — says 
the motion-picture industry strongly re- 
sents the attempt of a young actor to dis- 
cover himself. “The movie business,” 
Rivers claims, “is filled with egomaniacs, 
and these guys want the pleasure of say- 
ing, ‘I discovered so-and-so.’ 

“I found resentment on all sides,” 
Rivers continues. “Now I've promoted 
enough money to finance the production 
of my own TV series.” Not surprisingly, 
the series is titled Lank Rivers. 

Despite Rivers’ allegation, the simple 
truth is that many of the screen's leading 
stars and personalities courted opportunity 
by providing themselves with phony 
build-ups and backgrounds. Actor Bob 
Cummings broke into-show business by 
going to England, having his name pho- 


tographed on a London theater marquee, 
then offering himself in the U.S. as a 
British star. Errol Flynn was touted as the 
Irish Olympic boxing champion. June 
Allyson supposedly was Jan Allyson, a 
Westchester debutante who used to fly her 
own plane. Actually she was Ella Geis- 
man, a poor kid from the Bronx. 


The Romanoff Case 


Probably the phoniest character ever to 
have established himself in Hollywood is 
the restaurateur Mike: Romanoff, who 
passed himself off in the 1930s as Prince 
Michael Romanoff, morganatic son of 
Nicholas II, Czar of all the Russias. Ro- 
manoff never became an actor, but he was 
so heartily accepted by the movie colony 
that Spencer Tracy, Darryl Zanuck, Jimmy 
Cagney, Jack Warner and others chipped 
in enough money for him to establish the 
most fashionable restaurant in Beverly 
Hills. 

A few years ago Romanoff was inter- 
viewed off a radio program. “Is it true, 
Prince Mike,” he was asked, “that you are 
really no prince at all? That yoti were 
born Harry Gerguson and that you started 
out in life as a Brooklyn pants-presser?” 

Romanoff raised himself to his full 
height of 5’ 4”, adjusted the Duke of 
Windsor knot on his tie,-and scornfully 
replied: “Apparently you have mistaken 
me for Howard Hughes.” 

The case of Prince Mike Romanoff is 
adequate evidence that Hollywood will ac- 
cept, adopt and protect self-promoters 
who are colorful, imaginative and bizarre . 
enough. The faint-hearted must never 
apply for fame — not in this racket, any- 
way.

If you hold German dollar bonds issued between

NEW YORK. 
Do you happen to have some old bonds 
you long ago wrote off as a bad investment 
and didn’t get around to using as wall- 
paper for the spare bedroom? 


Take another look. If they are German _ 


dollar bonds, you may be in the chips. 

Currtntly, two men are sitting in an 
office on the 36th floor of a building in the 
financial district here, trying to locate the 
holders of between $10 million and $17 
million in German bonds issued between 
1924 and 1931. Some $10 million of 
these bonds are believed to be in this 
country. : 

The men in charge of all this lovely 
money are Douglas ' W. Hartman and Dr. 
Walther Skaupy, of the Validation Board 
for German Dollar Bonds. Hartman is 
member for the U.S. Government, Skaupy 
for the Federal Republic of Germany. 

They are very anxious to find the bond- 
holders, because the deadline for this fan- 
tastic “giveaway” is August 3]. By law, 
registration of German bonds was termi- 
nated August 31, 1956. But a two-year 
“hardship period” was decreed, fixing the 
deadline this year. 

Up to now, the Board has put in the 
neighborhood of $144,700,000 in the 
hands of the rightful owners. The list of 
investors ranges from U.S. banks and 
other institutions, which will realize hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars from the 
bonds, to people like friendly little Mrs. 
Anna Skotte, a New Yorker who suddenly 
got a windfall of several thousands. 


The 62-year-old widow, who came from 
Germany in 1923, shakes her head unbe- 
lievingly as she tells her story. 

“It was in 1941 that I bought the 
bonds,” she said. “A man I knew in a 
travel agency told me I could buy them 
cheap, and, I got them for one-fifth their 
face value. Then came the war, so the 
bonds were worth nothing. For years I 
kept them in a suitcase. 

“Then one day I read in a newspaper 
that the German government was going 
to make good on the bonds. I remembered 
mine in the suitcase. I took them right 
down to the Validation Board. When they 
told me the bonds were worth money, | 
got dizzy and had to sit down. It was like 
a dream. 

“Since my husband died in 1937, | 
have been alone in the world and I have 
always worked. Last December I had to 
quit because I was very sick, and being 
sick costs money.” 

Stories like these lend urgency to the 
Board’s quest. Says Hartman: “Every day 
adds a new chapter. Just last week a 
mother and her young daughter came in. 
Both were poorly dressed. The mother 
timidly héld out a fistful of bonds and 
asked if they were good. 

“When told they were worth about 
$17,000, the daughter let out a. scream 
of joy that must have been heard clear 
down on the floor of the Stock Exchange.” 


From $100 to $100,000 


Spectacularly lucky was the New 
Yorker who in 1943 bought 70 bonds of 
$1,000 and $500 denominations, pay- 
ing $100 for the lot. They were sold by 
the executor of an estate who was anxious 
to get that particular item off the books. 
Today those bonds are worth about 
$100,000. 

The story of the German bonds is one 
of the classics of financial history. World 
War I plunged Germany into ruin, and in 
1920 came the worst inflation in history. 
When currency reform was put into effect 
in 1924. it took one trillion marks to equal 
one new Reichsmark. 

“This brings up an important, point,” 
Dr. Skaupy says. “People today should be 
warned that bonds issued prior to the cur- 
rency reform of 1924 are worthless.” 

Late in 1924 and during 1925, about 
$110 million in German bonds was floated 
in the U.S. They formed the basis for the 
new German currency. Subsequently 
American investors ‘put some $2 billion 
into German bonds. None was defaulted 
until 1933, when Hitler came into power. 

During the Third Reich, the German

1924 and 1931, here’s how they are paying off 


Finance Ministry repurchased the bulk of 
the bonds in order to retire them. They 
were stored in the Reichsbank ip Berlin. 
When the Russians moved in in 1945, 
they looted all the banks — taking an 
estimated $350,000,000 of the repur- 
chased bonds. 

When the Allies met with German 
financiers in 1951-52 to settle Germany’s 
prewar and postwar obligations, the Ger- 
mans agreed to pay face value plus 75 per 
cent of the accrued interest on the bonds 
still legitimately outstanding. But the fin- 
anciers added: “The Russians have $350 
million’ of these bonds. We don't want to 
repay them again.” 

it was to distinguish between Russian- 
held bonds and the legitimate ones that 
the Validation Board was formed in 1953. 
It determines whether German foreign 
currency bonds were legitimately out- 


side Germany on January 1, 


standing, or had been repurchased for re- 
demption and then looted. 

That is why one of the Board's first re- 
quirements is this: To register your bonds, 
you must first prove they were held out- 
1945. 

In addition, you must: 
® Get a registration form from your bank, 
broker or dealer in securities, or from the 
Validation Board for German Dollar 
Bonds, 30 Broad Street, New York 4, N.Y 
e Submit a sworn statement explaining 
why the bonds were not registered before 
September 1, 1956. 

e Fill out the registration form and for- 
ward it with your bond to the proper bank 
indicated in the form. 

And remember two things. 1) Do not 
try to register bonds issued before 1924, 
or old German marks. 2 ) The deadline for 
validating your bonds is August 31. ®&

A perfect dessert for June

Can man survive 
without weight? 


Scientists probe a last major barrier to space travel 


RANDOLPH AIR FORCE BASE, TEX. 
Can man live, work and travel in an environ- 
ment where his body has no weight? Until the 
answer is known, space travel will remain a 
dream of the future. That’s why scientists 
here and at a few other bases around the U.S. 
are engaged in one of the most remarkable 
experiments of even this remarkable age. 

Over millions of years, life on earth has 
been conditioned by gravity. But the moment 
a living creature leaves this planet, it enters 
a realm where gravity does not exist. Instantly 
its reactions, abilities, even thought proc- 
esses are affected. How much so, and what 
can be done to counteract the effects, is the 
subject of the experiments. 

Says Dr. Siegfried J. Gerathewohl, re- 
search psychologist at the School of Aviation 
Medicine here: Weightlessness “is psycho- 
LATEST DEVICE, still in model stage, usesa gimbal = logically the most fascinating problem of 
to simulate five of the six dimensions of zero- space flight because it has no parallel in 
gravity. Only up-and-down motion is not recreated. human experience.” 

+ Dr. Gerathewohl has pioneered in work 
with a specially modified airplane. Put into a 
high-speed dive, it drops several thousand feet 
and then is pulled up, continuing in a natu- 
ral (parabolic) arc. At this point the engine 
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SUSPENDED IN SPACE — and eating a banana 
—a subject takes a zero-gravity test at Wright-

thrust just balances the pull of gravity. A state 
of zero-gravity is attained, and those in the 
test plane become weightless. The state con- 
tinues only a few seconds, but can be pro- 
longed by higher, faster dives and bigger arcs. 

These tests are going on under Dr. Harald 
J. A. vom Beckh at Holloman A.F. Base, 
N.M., and at Wright-Patterson A.F. Base, 
Ohio. But Dr. Gerathewohl has experienced 
weightlessness for a greater total time than 
any other researcher. He told PARADE: 


A Poser from Laika 


“Things like ping pong balls seem fo float 
in the cockpit because they are weightless. 
When trying to catch the floating objects, 
the hand first tends to overshoot the target. 
But ...the movements soon become well- 
controlled and you can catch the balls effort- 
lessly ... Water, squeezed from a_ bottle, 
floats back and forth through, the cockpit. 
Drinking takes some precautions. The liquid 
could come out of an ordinary coffee cup in 
one splash and drown a man.” 

Just last month, space scientists were faced 
with a new twist to the riddle of weightless- 
ness. Russia revealed that its pioneer space 


voyager, the dog Laika, had shown an unex- 
pected reaction during last fall's flight of 
Sputnik II. While the satellite was being 
accelerated into orbit, the dog’s heartbeat in- 
creased, not unexpectedly, to three times its 
normal rate. But after acceleration ended and 
Laika was circling earth in a weightless state, 
it took three times longer for her heartbeat 
to return to normal than indicated by tests 
made on earth. Observers believe the sudden 
stopping of acceleration dealt a massive shock 
to the dog's system. The full answer awaits 
future tests. 

Meanwhile, Navy scientists at Cocoa 
Beach, Fla., have plans to place a packet of 
yeast in a Vanguard satellite to test prolonged 
zero-G effects on simple organic matter. And 
Dr. Gerathewohl still is pondering the zero-G 
test he recently gave 47 human subjects. 
Their reactions fell into three groups: 

1) Twenty-two of the subjects seemed to 
enjoy the sensation, and had no bad after- 
effects. 

2) Eleven * were slightly disoriented, 
mildly dizzy and. nauseated during the 
flights. Afterward they were weary and had 
no appetite.

Why did a veteran pilot become ‘lost in space’? 


3) Fourteen experienced a “strange feel- 
ing” in head and stomach, had cold or hot 
sweats, vertigo, nausea and vomiting. 

The reactions even of experienced airmen 
differ widely in the zero-G state. Take Chuck 
Yéager, so-called “fastest man alive” and first 
to fly through the sound barrier in level 
flight, and Scott Crossfield, who may be 
America’s first space pilot. Both volunteered 
for a group of zero-G tests conducted in 1951 
by the Aero Medical Laboratory at Wright 
Air Development Center. 

Yeager felt he was “spinning around 
slowly” after his 13th second of zero-gravity. 
After the 15th, he simply lost all sense of 
direction and became “lost in space.” Cross- 
field, on the other hand, felt “befuddlement” 
during the transition into weightlessness, but 
this feeling disappeared entirely after the 
fifth flight. He had, according to Dr. Gerathe- 


wohl’s report, “no sensation of falling, and 


[almost] no loss of muscular coordination.” 

Can man get past this complex barrier to 
space travel without actually venturing into 
outer space? New experiments, now being 
conducted by Drs. Gerathewohl, von Beckh 
and others, may hold the answer. Explains 
Dr. Gerathewohl: “We are concerned with 
the reasons for the. untoward effects of 
weightlessness found in about 25 per cent 
of our subjects and with the amount of arti- 
ficial gravity necessary to give man the sen- 
sation of weight and the comfort associated 
with it ... Our main objective, however, is 
to demonstrate that man can live and work 
during weightlessness. This will be done fly- 
ing our’ new TF-100s through longer and 
longer parabolic arcs.” 

Despite the experience of Russia’s pioneer 
space-traveler, every scientist PARADE inter- 
viewed feels confident that the problem of 
weightlessness will be solved. .

Let kids play 


—and stay alive 


CEDAR RAPIDS, IOWA. 
At first it seemed nothing could be done. 
In this booming city — the population 
has leaped nearly 15 per cent since 1950 
~ new houses and factories had gobbled 
up so much space in the heart of town 
that there was little room left for badly 
needed playgrounds. 

Summertime was the worst. Children 
out of school, especially those too young 
to travel several miles to a play center, 
ranged the streets and alleys of crowded 
neighborhoods, dodging cars, risking in- 
jury or death. 

But this summer, for the fifth straight 
year, they can escape all that — thanks 
to the Playmobile, a novel idea in recrea- 
tion for children. Built by the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce, the Playmobile is 
simply a playground on wheels. Says one 
Jaycee: “Since the kids couldn't get to the 
playground, we brought the playground 
to the kids.” : 

First the Jaycees did some scavenging 
and came up with a donation of an old 
flat-bed trailer. Then 20 of them, led

by project chairman Howard Neff, painted 
the trailer and fitted it with a merry- 
go-round, two hobbyhorse swings, a slide 
and facilities for checkers, bean-bag 
games, dominoes, even tether tennis. 
Says Cedar Rapids playground superin- 
tendent Nevin Nichols: “The Playmobile 
provides almost as complete a program as 
do any of our 20 permanent playgrounds. 
Of course the kids can’t play large-area 
games, like baseball. But most of the chil- 
dren who come to the Playmobile are too 
young for such games anyway. We want 
to attract the younger children, those be- 
tween 6 and 10, who are too small to 
travel safely to permanent playgrounds.” 
The cost has been low, point out 
Nichols and the Jaycees, who urge other 
cities to try the Playmobile. Building and 
equipping came to $1,300. Running costs 
are about $880 a summer, most of this 
for the salaries of two Playmobile super- 
visors. “That's cheap enough,” says one 
Jaycee, “if only one kid has been saved 
from being killed playing on his own in 
the street.” —— RUSS WILEY
